Tractor-Pulled Subsoiler Breaks 
Dry, Concrete-Tough Hard Pan’ 


Farmers in the Ben Hill section 
of Fulton County have been “hurt- 
ing” for lack of rain since May. 

The drouth has been particular- 
ly bad in the past month; and, as 
a result, many farmers have had 
to forgo the planting of Fall alfalfa 
and small grains altogether. 

The crust which has formed over 
the face of the earth is just too 
thick and too hard for the mule- 
drawn plow to penetrate. 

But mechanized farming — to 
which Georgians are turning at a 
' pace faster than any other farrh- 
ers in the nation—is another mat- 
ter. This was illustrated in a dem- 
onstration staged by agricultural 
specialists Wednesday on The At- 
lanta Constitution Farm in the 
Ben Hill section. 

On a plot of ground which had 
become so hard for 'ack of rain, 
end from 100 years of “cotton and 
corn” farming that, as one farmer 
said, wasn’t now “worth a chew of 
tobacco,” two grubby Ford trac- 
tors prepared the ground for an 
alfalfa crop. 

This piece of land, which S. D. 
“Sid” Truitt, Fulton County Agent, 
gaid had become hardly more than 
granite four inches deep, was 
brought back into productiveness 
through the use of machinery. 

The tractors—pulling first a sub- 
soil breaker, then a two-disc plow, 


then a bush and bog harrow and | 


later a tandem harrow—did what 
three mules couldn’t have done. 
The subsoil breaker loosened the

“hard pan” underneath the top- 
soil. This granite-tough pan had 
been formed by a hundred years 
of “cotton and corn” farming, 


where farmers burn the stalks 
after harvesting the crop, leaving 
the land hard. 

The subsoiler used was an in- 
vention of a Ben Hiller—R. A. 
“Windy” Whitfield. Now man- 
ager of the Parts Division of the 
Southeastern Ford Tractor Com- 
pany, Whitfield said he was in- 
spired to invent the implement be- 
cause cotton farming had left 
much of the land in his community 
too hard for the ordinary mule- 
drawn plow to penetrate. 

Agriculturalist throughout the 
country took quickly to the 
“Windy” subsoil breaker, as Whit- 
field’s implement is called. Last 
year, in a backyard factory in the 
Ben Hill section, Whitfield and his 
brother manufactured and sold 500 
of the implemenis. This year, 
3,000. Today he is laying plans 


for a large factory, and Ford is 


considering adding the breaker to 
its Dearborn line of farm equip-' 
ment. 

Whitfield’s subsoil breaker pre- 
pared the land for the two-disc 
plow, which pulverized and drop- 
ped the soil into place. At the’

Development of an amazingly 
effective weed-killing spray prom- 
ises to save Federal and private 
forest nurseries of the South thou- 
sands of dollars in weeding costs 
and. eliminate the arduous hande- 
and-knees pulling method now in 
effect, J. Herbert Stone, Regional 
Forester of the U. S. Forest Serv- 
ice, announced in Atlanta Satur- 
day.

The spray, applied with an ordi- 
nary power sprayer with an 18- 
foot boom, makes it possible to 
weed 1,000 trees for only five 
cents. To weed the same number 
4 hand costs from 60 cents to

register real progréss, or must we 
appointed hopes? 

The omens, it must be admitted, 
are not auspicious, nor are hopes 
likely to run high. But before 
we comment on our immediate 
problems it is surely wise to ex- 
amine this meeting in its true his- 
torical perspective. 

The United Nations Organiza- 
tion was not the creation of a 
rosy idealism, but of stern reality. 
The discoveries of science within 
the memory of many now living 
have served to enrich and some- 
times to endanger the, world, but 
above all to contract it. 

We have entered an age when 
no natural barrier, whether 
mountain or ocean, cdn guarantee 


security against the new weapons 
which science has placed at the| 
disposal of mankind. Professor | 
Trevelyan in his brilliant book, 
“English Social History,” wrote) 
“Man has changed more in th 
last 100 yeags than in the previ- 
ous 1,000.’ 


TIMES HAVE CHANGED 

Whether we like it or not, we 
sre all now one another's neigh- 
bors. A a ago, difficulties 
ef communication and transport 
created shock absorbers in the 
world’s reaction to events. 

Now all that is changed. We 
now all live not only on the same 
planet, but in the same parish and 
almost on the same street. 

There is no escape from rubbing 
shoulders, and so we must seek 
some form of world order or en- 
dure world brawling and world 
chaos, 

The Soviet Union, however, 
seems both unwilling to accept 
this truth for herself or to allow 
others to base their collective con- 
duct upon it. 

These same scientific discoveries 
which have outpaced political man 
have taught us another lesson, 
that of the interdependence of na- 
tions. There is no nation, however 
powerful and however rich in ma- 
terial resources, that cannot gain 
more for its people in association 
with others than by its own in- 
dividual efforts within its own 
boundaries. 

QUESTION AND ANSWER 

It is the task of the United Na- 
tions to give ve expres- 
sion to that interdependence of 
nations. Here again it is the So- 
viet Union whose practices have 
obstructed progress. 

Is the present organization of 
the United Nations capable of 
fulfilling its task, and is its pres- 
ent machinery adequate? 

That machinery is certainly not 
perfect. We can probably most 
of us think of some amendments 
that we should like to make, and 
we should probably all start off 
with the same one—the veto. 

But my question is not, would 
we like to amend the machinery? 
My question is: Is it adequate, in 
othe- words, can it be made to 
fulfill our purpose if the United 
Nations are determined in all sin- 
cerity to use it? 

The answer to this is yes, em- 
Phatically yes. 

The present Charter represented 
the greatest common measure of 
agreement available when it was 
drafted. Admittedly that was in 
the pre-atomic age, but if fairly 
and honestly used the Charter 
will work, just as the League of 
Nations could have been made 
to work. 

In my experience of interna- 
tional affairs, it is the human fac- 
tor, as expressed in the policy of 
governments, and not the me- 
chanical shortcomings, that has 
Caused our failures. 

This brings me to the question 
ef the veto. 

The United Nations Charter 
Was drafted on the assumption 
that all those who were joining 
the organization would sincerely 
wish it to work. 

No other basis was possible. It 
was certainly never contemplat- 
ed at the time that the Charter 
was drafted that the veto would 
be abused as it has been by the 
Soviet Union. 

LAYS BLAME ON REDS 

Not only the records, but the 
spirit of the discussions at San 
Francisco show that clearly 
enough. Indeed the implication 
that there should be unanimity 
between the great powers is in 
itself perfectly good sense. 

Without unanimity, which in 
fts turn implies an example by 
the great powers, in the accept- 
ance of a rule of law, the United 
Nations can never fully serve its 
purpose. Yet the Soviet Union has

There also has been a saying 
that clovers didn’t do well in 
South Georgia. Next month, | 
Lowndes County will seed 6,000 
pounds of Dixie Crimson Clover. 
They tried some last year experi- 
mentally, and it did well. 

Winter cover crops were un.-, 
heard of when Ester Miller came 
to Lowndes 23 years ago. Now, 
Winter oats, vetch, Austrian peas 
and, lately, blue lupine, are being 
grown on a steadily increasing 
acreage. 

That has meant much for corn. 
Twenty-three years ago, Lowndes 
County had a corn yield average 
of about 10 bushels to the acre. 
It's up to 15 or better now, and 
this year several hundred farm- 
ers are making 40 to 80 bushels 
per acre. The McLeon brothers, 
Hugh and Gus, were the pioneers 
in corn demonstrations, starting 
out 23 years ago. They made 66 
bushels to the acre that year, and 
went on the next two years to 
win State contests with averages 
of 90, still a very respectable 
average. They had one five-acre 
test plot on which they made 121) 
bushels per acre. They are still 
growing corn with high yields. 
Corn can be grown in Georgia. 

Tobacco, of course, has come 
in 25 years. E. H. Sandsburg, of 
the Hahira District, was the first 
farmer in Georgia to grow tobac- 
co. He had moved south from 
North Carolina. This year the 
Lowndes market bought more 
than $3,000,000 in tobacco. 

Now ang then there is an effort, 
to bring back the old Sea Island 
cotton empire, of which Valdosta 
was the capital. Judge Harley| 
Langdale recalls when 25,000 
bales were sold on the Valdosta | 
market, and wagons and teams 
choked the city streets bringing: 
in “long cotton.” Recently there 
was an effort to bring it back,}| 
but the cotton wouldn’t mature’ 
early enough, and the weevils 
liked ig better than upland cotton. 

That was something of the 
background of which I was think- 
ing, driving out to the Sims’ farm, 
and of what a county agent meant 
to a county in change and growth. 

Mr. and Mrs. Minor Sims were) 
‘-H Club members together. Both, 
won State contests, he in the Corn 
Club and she in the Tomato Club. 
They married young, as they say, 
after she hati taught school a 
couple of years. | 

His father was a Sea Island 
cotton grower on land which his 
father, Minor Sims’ grandfather,| 
had as part of dan old Spanish 
grant. 

Minor Sims recalls during “the| 
other war” when Sea Island cot- 
ton brought as much as $700 for' 
a bale and the seed. Cotton was 
$1.25 a pound in 1917, and the 
boll weevil was waiting on the 
western banks of Mississippi 
for a ferry he found the next 
year. By 1919 he had reached 
Gtorgia. 

It was a tough period. By 1926 
Minor Sims took over from his' 
father, who had broken his heart 
and his health trying futilely to 
bring back Sea Island cotton. 

“The first thing I did,” recalls 
Minor Sims, “was to get out the 
stumps. 1 didn’t fool with cotton. 
I went in for peanuts, cover crops 


and pretty soon I was getting 25

to 40 tons per year. I chose the 
runner-type peanut rather than 
the Spanish, because they dont 
hurt the land as much, and I 
think the production is better.” 


A farmer can’t afford to sit 
down and wait. He has to seek 
advice and use it, and he has to 
experiment. One of the curses of 
peanuts is the hard work and the 
need for labor in getting in the 
crop. 

This year Minor Sims is ex- 
perimenting with combining his 
peanuts. Alre-dy a machine is 
available which will dig them and 
put them in windrows. The com- 
bine can then pick thenf up and 
the drying comes later. 

“If we can get peanuts down 
to where the work of harvesting 
can be done by two men with a 
combine, instead of many persons 
stacking and shaking them we 
will really do well.” 

He grows hogs, and hogs off 
peanuts with them. That is a 
part of the South Georgia pat- 
tern—peanuts and hogs. 

He also has 20 head of range 
cattle, but is planning for a pas- 
ture development and a purebred 
bull to build up a good grade 
herd. 

He and his boys, Jack and Wil- 
liam, run the farm. Berry, aged 
13, adds his bit. He is a 4H 
boy with a chicken project. When 


we got there Berry was frying a 


chicken for a church dinner. 

It was a pleasant visit. The 
acreage has grown, under the hard 
work and intelligent management 
of the former 4-H Club boy and 
girl from 117 acres to 465. The 


land is better, not worse. It isn't 
wearing out. 


It is improving. 

I think more marriages of 4H 
Club boys and girls are indicated. 
They do well for themselves and 
the State. 


Next, in the “Report From the 
Country,” I want you to meet «4 
man who had just one plan 
when he started farming. That 
was “to make a living and edu- 
cate my children.” He nas done 
a great deal more then that, as 
you will see.

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Change the School Bus System 


Disclosure by C. L. Purcell, State school 
transportation supervisor, that 80 percent 
of the school buses in Georgia fail to meet 
prescribed safety standards directs atten- 
tion ‘to the growing need for a complete 
renovation of the entire system. 


Although Mr. Purcell hastens to assure 
us that failure to meet safety requirements 
does not necessarily mean the buses actu- 
ally are dangerous, the figures he released 
in conjunction with his statement show 
Georgia is payir@ an inordinately high 
price for second-rate transportation of it 
school children. | 


In North Carolina, for instance, the 
State operates its own school bus system. 
It buys the buses, maintains repair shops 
and employs drivers whom it trains espe- 
cially for the job. The cost of transporta- 
tion there is $8.62 per pupil per year. 

Georgia, on the other hand, leaves the 
school bus problem up to each county, 
and it was only after laws passed by the 
last session of the General Assembly that 
the State had any supervisory rights what- 
ever. It costs taxpayers of our State an 
average of $19.75 per pupil for transpor- 
tation. 


But that is not the whole story. Due 
to varying degrees of efficiency, the cost 
in Georgia runs from a minimum of about 
$10 per pupil in some counties to as high 
as $83 in others. 


Furthermore, Georgia school buses 
often are forced to make two or three 
trips, leaving pupils waiting on school 
grounds for as long as two hours after 
school closes and depositing some of them 
there at least an hour before classes begin. 

North Carolina operates on a one-trip 
basis, eliminating extra trips which, par-

People everywhere appear to be devel- 
oping an increasingly cynical attitude 
toward the United Nations as an agency 
capable of preserving peace, but they nev- 
ertheless recognize that the UN comprises 
the sum total of our hopes for world 
harmony. 

That is why the forthcoming session 
of the United Nations General Assembly, 
which convenes Tuesday, will be followed

As we have said before, the UN’s prog- 
ress to date has been disappointing, but 
none can deny that some progress has 
been made and that the world is infinitely

The comparison boils down to the fact 
that North Carolina, with 4,800 school 
buses owned by the State, transports 
twice as many pupils at considerably less 
cost than Georgia with 2,800 school buses 
owned by individuals or by the counties. 
Moreover, North Carolina, with its 
own repair shops, makes certain its school 
buses meet the necessary safety stand- 
ards, and it often hires student drivers 
who are trained thoroughly before being 
given the job, at salaries considerably less 
than those which would have to be paid 
in the regular labor market. With the 
new 12-grade system and the consequent 


Increase in age of students, Georgia also 


could make use of this device. 

As long as Georgia adheres to present 
methods of allowing each of the 159 coun- 
ties to devise its own school bus system 
there is no possibility of achieving maxi- 
mum efficiency or safety. Even though 
the State now does have authority to set 
safety standards, they are difficult if not 
impossible to enforce with each county 
operating under a different system. And 
it is an ironic fact that though the State 
Highway Patrol is charged with inspecting 
school buses, it has no authority to prevent 
unsafe buses from operating. 

We suggest that State ownership and 
operation of school buses be considered 
at the next session of the General Assem- 
bly. A considerable outlay might be nec- 
essary to get such a system started, but 
in the long run it not only would save 
taxpayers’ money, but would insure great-

What virtually is a second Siate Capitol of 
Gcrorvia is bein® set up at 20 Ivy St. Sort an 
space on Capitol Square since the State has not 
yet been able to construct two propoed new buildings on the square, 
the housing committee has placed four important State agencies 
in the University Center Building on Ivy Street. Many visitors 
who formerly crowded the State Gapitol and other buildings on 
the square now are going to the downtown “Captiol.” Housed 
in the Ivy Street building are agencies dealing with education, 
ports, and civic affairs. 

The State Veterans’ Education Council, recently created as @ 
separate branch of State government, has been moved to this build- 


ing. Directed by Capt. F. A. Sams, this Council is in charge of 
“on-the-job” and “institutional” training for veterans. 


The State Ports Authority, seeking to develop the harbors of 
Savannah and Brunswick and generally improve Georgia’s water re- 
sources, is housed here. Gen. R. F. Fowler is its executive director. 


The Georgia Citizens Council, working Nard to develop this 
State’s human resources, is another important agency in this 
building. It is directed by Lon Sullivan.

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Bi est The biggest State agency in this second “Capitol” is 
gg the Board of Regents, which supervises the 16 col- 
leges and universities in the University System of Georgia. This 
Board recently swapped its State Capitol location to the State 
Agricultural and Industrial Board, which was in the Ivy Street 
building, so it could be located in the University Center. Chan- 
cellor Raymond Paty is in charge of the office and L. R. Sibert 
is secretary of the Board. The University Center itself includes 
the Georgia Evening College and Georgia Junior College and the 
State Extension Division.

Gen. Trygve Lie, an overwhelm- 


ing majority of American voters

@lt to show that it had found its head and was going on north 
and west, like all right-thinking typhoons are supposed to do, 
the planes wouldn’t fly. So we stood by for three days, which 
is always a pain, for you get all your laundry done and your bags 
and trunks packed and everything is all set, then you have to 
wait a day or two and you have to dig into your bags again for 
clean clothes, and you end up going on your journey with a lot 
of gear that you'll have to put into the laundry as soon as you 
get where you are going. Which is a nuisance. For military laun- 
dries don’t care much for civilian trade, and less for transient 
trade, and all you get is a yawn when you tell the squirt behind 
the counter you have to have the stuff in a hurry. There is no 
hurry in a peacetime Navy. 


Finally, though, the call came, late at night ag always, that 
the plane would leave at two a. m. So we load our gear into a 
jeep and go down. You have to report at one a. m. to get a 
plane that leaves at two, and then maybe it doesn’t go until three. 


It wasn’t a very happy trip, either, for, although the 
plane went far out of its course to the south to be 
sure that the typhoon, which was big and brutal now, with its 
100-knot winds at its heart, wouldn’t reach us, it was still so close 
that we flew in the area of rough air that a storm always leaves 
behind it. So for nine solid hours we bounced, with the plane 
cracking and groaning as if the wings and the tail were going to 
leave it; and nobody got much sleep, for just about the time you 
were dropping off there’d come the lurch and the big swoop up, 
with the blood sloshing about in youg head, and then heavy rain 
would shriek along the metal skin of the ship and everybody 
would raise his head from his chest and look around in the dark, 
nervous and wondering.

But nothing happened except the bouncing, and morning 
found us wrapped in a cloud over the south coast of 
Luzon somewhere and fintlly when we figured we were over 
Manila, we began to let down, a little timorously, because we 
weren't quite sure where we were, and the mountains of the 
Philippines stick up farther than the charts say they do. But 
these NATS pilots take no chances, se when we couldn’t find a 
hole, we finally circled out over the China Sea and let down 
again until we broke out below the cloudg and off there to the 
east was Manila and we came up on it from the west, making 
an easy landing in a pouring rain. 


It was nice to get on the ground again, without the bouncing 
around, but there was still the boat from Manila over to Cavite, 
across the bay. And little squalls were walking about the bay, 
chopping it up into white caps, and the water came over the 
bows and the rain poured down, and everybody and all their 
gear were soaked, for it was too hot and smelled too much of 
gasoline to go below, where it was dry.

And there wasn’t much to Manila except dreary wreckage 
still unremoved, and a few repaired buildings standing up brave 
and beautiful amid the wreckage, and rain, rain, rain.

Why Drummers Make Funny Faces 

Jimmy Chapin makes more faces at more people with- 
out insulting anybody than almost anyone. 

He started those facial gymnastics when he became 
a drummer with Glen Gray’s Casa Loma Band. Now his 
profile looks like a scene from a Lon Chaney movie. He’s 
made so many faces he doesn’t know which is the right 
one now. 

It had always puzzled me just what made drummers 
strike those weird poses. I tripped over to the Ansley 
Rainbow Roof the other night, accompanied by a pho- 
tographer, to record these contorted expressions on film 
and to set down on paper the drummer’s reasons for them. 

Jimmy says he screws up his profile as a reaction to 
the noise of the “tubs” and “skins”—they’re drums. “And 
it helps me to concentrate on the rhythm, too.” 

“Drummers are not by themselves, though,” Jimmy 
hastened to explain. “Watch that end trombone man on 
this next set. He goes through the same thing, but it 
looks like he has just twisted his face to make his mouth 
fit the lips of that horn.

UTH, the heroine of one of the loveliest books 
R in the Old Testament, was a Moabitess. 

That fact gave her in ancient times, and 
even more perhaps in our own day, profound 
significance. 

The Moabites and the Israelites, though stem- 
ming from the same racial origin, were separated 
by prejudices and economic rivalries, yet Ruth 
stands in literature as a most attractive symbol 
of human understanding and loyalty. 

It might be argued that Naomi, her mother-in- 
law, is really the heroine of the story, since 
Naomi’s fortitude and unselfishness win Ruth’s 
devotion. But Ruth surpasses other heroines in a 
unique and poetic appeal. 


URING a season of desperate famine; Elimelech 

and his wife Naomi, with two young sons, 
Mahlon and Chilion, left their home in Bethlehem 
and moved into the country of Moab, where fpod 
was plentiful. : 

After a time Elimelech died, but Naomi re. 
mained in Moab with her sons,-since the scarcity 
continued in the land of Judah. Mahlon and 
Chilion found wives among the Moabites. Chilion 
married Orpah, and Mahlon married Ruth. 
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When Naomi had been in Moab ten years, her 
two sons died. She was no longer young; her 
widowed “daughters-in-law, still in their youth, 
were left childless. 

When Naomi heard there was food again in 
Judah, she told Orpah and Ruth that she would 


return to her own people. 


N HER farewell she blessed both young women 
for the happiness they had given to her sons, and 
she wished for them that they might make sec- 
ond marriages and themselves find happiness. 
Then both Orpah and Ruth said they would re- 
turn with Naomi to her people, but she urged 
them to stay where they might hope to find hus- 
bands. She herself would be lonely in the land of 
Judah, and without influence. Orpah took her ad- 
vice and stayed in Moab, but Ruth replied in 
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words of unforgettable loyalty:— 

“Whither thou goest, I will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge; thy people shall be my 
people, and thy God my God. Where thou diest, 
will I die, and there will I be buried.” 

So Ruth returned with Naomi to Bethlehem. 

It was in the time of the barley harvest, and 
Boaz, a well-to-do kinsman of Elimelech, had a 
barley field in which the reapers were busy. 


RUTH, wishing to earn something for the sup- 
port of the little household, asked Naomi’s per- 
mission to glean after the reapers, if she could 
find a field where the proprietor made no objec- 
tion. She happened to apply at the field of Boaz. 

Boaz fell in love with her, he had heard of her 
affection for Naomi, and in a short time he mar- 
ried her. They became the most famous ances- 
tors of David. 

This romantic story is loved by many people 
for its own sake, without reference to its wide and 
deep implications. 

But Ruth, the ancestress of David, was herself 
descended from Moab, who was the son of Lot by 
his elder daughter. 

The story of Lot and these two daughters of 
his was probably far less shocking to antiquity 


‘ than it is to us now. 


It is explained by the same motive that re- 
appears in the adv’ce of Naomi,-the sacred obli- 
gation to have children, to carry on the family, to 
preserve the race. 


OTS two daughters, though married, were 
childless. Their husbands, ignoring Lot’s warn- 


‘ing, stayed behind in Sodom and were consumed 


They 


by fire. Lot’s wife, we are told, was turned into a 
pillar of salt. ‘Lot and the two girls found shelter 
for a while in a mountain cave. 

The eldest daughter had a son named Moab, 
the other daughter a son named Ben-ammi., 

Since these sons became the ancestors of 
peoples who were enemies of the Israelites, many 
scholars have thought that the legend of Lot and 
his daughters had no other foundation than the 
primitive wish to insult those we don’t like. 

It may well be, however, that Lot’s daughters 
appeared to their contemporaries in a somewhat 
heroic light, as saviors of their race. 

In later history, when the people of Israel 
followed Joseph into Egypt, the Moabites and the 
Ammonites remained behind, in the country which 
to Moses and his liberated followers became the 
Promised Land. 


jv IS understandable that the Moabites did not 
welcome the returning host. Balak, King of 
Moab, ordered his prophet Balaam to ride toward 
these unwanted settlers and lay a strong curse 
on them. 
Balaam. mounted his ass to carry out the 
orders of the King of Moab, but the Ange! of the

Lord barred his way, and dhe ass, as we al! know, 
was suddenly endowed with spgech and began to 
teach the misdirected prophet some sense. 

In the’ background of the story of Ruth, there- 
fore, these great themes are discernible, the will 
to live, crudely expressed in the story of Lot and 
his daughters, suberbly illustrated in the faith of 
Naomi ‘and the loyalty of Ruth—and the folly of 


obedience to anything less thay destiny; the will 
of God. 


Balaam was stoppe@ from cursing the children 


of Isreal, but also, the children of Israel, on an- 
other occasion, were forbidden to take from the 


Moabites their rich soil. 

The Moabites too had their place in destiny. 
were destined to produce Ruth, the an- 
cestress of King David.

Already grief-stricken over Ber- 
thiaume’s death, Sonya was appar 
ently deeply distressed by the news 
of Nina Grosup’s weird fate. 

Her apprehension, her dread, her 
despair must have finally brought 
on a crisis. A medical report says 
she was suffering from high blood 
pressure, although she was only 47. 

One morning-last summer she was 
found lying on the floor in her New 
York hotel suite, unconscious. 

No one will ever know what 
fying thoughts had been running 
through her tortured mind. She did 
not regain consciousness, but died five 
hours later in a hospital, perhaps 
after all a victim in some strange 
way of that. dreaded “psychological 
suttee.” 

The coroner’s verdict was cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Thomas F. Meehan, New York 
attorney, who handled Sonya’'s affairs, 
estimated the value of her estate at 
$150,000, mostly in jewelry. 

Mrs. George Washington Kava- 
naugh, the social leader, summed up 
the opinion held by some of those 
who knew Sonya intimately: 

“Fate seemed to be against her. 
She wanted happiness. She deserved 
happiness. Apparently she was in 
excellent health. There is something 
about her death which is difficult 
to understand.”

AROLD RUSSELL RYDER, “Wall Street 
=e Wonder” by day and “The Angel of the Gay 

‘S White Way” by night, left different 
impressions on different people. Texas Guinan, 
raucous nightclub hostess of “Hello Sucker!” 
fame, said: 

“Harold was a modern Robin Hood. He stole 
from the rich to give to the poor.” 

The other and opposite school of thought was 
represented by an assistant district attorney in 
New York. Informed that Ryder had died sud- 
denly-in Sing Sing Prison, after declaring, “My 
heart hurts me,” the prosecutor shook his head. 

“That couldn’t have been Ryder,” he said. ‘“‘He 
didn’t have a heart.” 

In earlier days Ryder might have qualified as 
a pirate, but this is doubtful, because even pirates 
had to do some work; such as swinging cutlasses 
and jumping from deck to deck. 

Ryder was allergic to all forms of pltysical 
exertion, including work. 

He paid bellboys five dollars a package to 
open his cigarets, and chorus girls as much as 
$1,000 for the same chore. 

This aversion to exercise had something to do 
with his death at 42, on Dec. 29, 1937. 

It was during his second term in Sing Sing 
and prison officials decided to give him a physical 
examination to see if he would be able to do 
manual labor. 

He wasn’t. The ascent up the 160-foot hill to 
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the prison hospital brought about the fatal heart 
attack “due to overexertion.” 
World War I, while it was bringing death and 


desolation: to millions, served to give young Harold 


Ryder the ammunition he needed — money — to 
launch on his swashbuckling career. 

Before the war, he had graduated from high 
school and had gone to work as a runner for the 
Wall Street firm of Hornblower & Weeks. 

Came 1917, and he joined the Navy, and was 
assigned to the mosquito fleet at Port Washington, 
L. I. That was where Charles L. Woody, like 
many another patriotic American, kept “open 
house” for service men in his mansion. Serving 
as hostess was his daughter, Roma, tall, pretty 
and -serious minded. 

Young Ryder made an impression his first 
visit. He wasn’t particularly handsome, with his 
wide mouth, wide chin and flowing black pompa- 
dour. His uniform tended to enhance his stocky 
figure, however, and he proved to be a _ super- 
salesman even then, selling the one commodity— 
Harold Russell Ryder. 

He wooed and won the Socialite heiress, and 
received the blessings of the elder Woody, million- 
aire retired lawyer. He also won the friendship 
of his wife’s brother, Charles L. Woody, Jr., with 
a seat on the New York Stock Exchange. 

After the war, he went back to Hornblower & 
Weeks as a runner again, but not for long. The 
job wasn’t big enough for him, and he was asked

to leave when he started speculating on his own 
account. 

He installed his bride in a $70 apartment, 
where she was happy if he wasn’t, and took desk 
space in the offices of Gilchrist, Bliss & Co. He 
was ready to start operating on a big scale. 


VW oopy, SR., under the spell of his son-in-law’s 
salesmanship, turned over more than $1,000,- 
000 to him, “for investment purposes.” 

Frank Bailey; chairman af the Prudence Co., 
gave the “boy wonder” two millions, with the 
understanding that Ryder would put up a similar 
sum, and the latter readily agreed. And juggied 
the books to make it appear he had done so. 

Ryder was now in his element. He had a huge 
fortune, none of it his, with which to play, and he 
didn’t waste any time. 

He informed his patrician wife, in their $70 
a month apartment: 

“We have to move out of this trap. 
little place up on Park avenue.” 

They moved —to a “little” 14-room, four-bath 
apartment on Park avenue that cost, including 
furnishings and decorations, nearly $500,000. 

Then came a string of polo ponies, for decora-

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tive purposes chiefly, at Smithtown, L. I., and 
$50,000 worth of jewels for the protesting Roma. 

Ryder then set out to win himself such titles 
as “Night Ryder, the Broadway Playboy,” and 
“The Angel of the Gay White Way.” 

Broadway needed an angel. Prohibition was in 
full sway. Dozens of cabarets and nightclubs, 
peddling bathtub gin and kitchen cooked alcohol, 
were in a bad way, financially. 

They needed Ryder, and he needed them not 
so wmuch because of the liquor, but because of 
their smoky spotlights and the fawning abeyance 
of giamorous women of the period. 

He became the prince of.spenders—of other 
people’s money, and his generosity prompted one 
of the Broadway beauties, Florence “Flossie” 
Cryon, to exclaim: 

““Night’ Ryder is a good egg and a big shot. 
He throws hundreds and thousands around w'iile 
cheap skates are pushing small change at a girl.” 

Ryder blushed modestly—and reached into his 
‘joint accounts” for more $1,000 bills. He had 
come up with*a handful one night when he heard 
the sad story of Actress Betty Starbuck’s mother. 

It seems there was a mortgage on her mother’s 
little cottage, and they were going to foreclose. 

“Angel” Ryder forced $2,500 into Betty’s little 
hand and put a mock smile on his face, now moen 
shaped from rich living. 

“Tell those villains,’ he declaimed, 
darken your mother’s door again.” 

Everybody applauded and started calling him 
Robin Hood. 

For years during this period, he was a busy 
and desperate man. He had to give an account 
of his stewardship to Bailey, to his father-in-law, 
and to friends of the family who had entrusted 
him with considerable sums. 

He managed to keep them satisfied, through 
forged statements, until the all-enveloping crash 
came in 1929. Then Bailey demanded to see his 
$2,000,000, or else— 


smFyXON’T worry about it,” Ryder said blandly. 

“It’s true that it’s gone, temporarily. But I 
have assets of $8,000,000, largely frozen, it’s true. 
But I can pay you back $25,000 a week.” 

He went about raising the $25,000 weekly in 
typical Ryder fashion. He incorporated the firm 
of Woody & Co. Charles L. Woody, Jr., turning 
in his $400,000 Stock Exchange seat. 

Lucien Hold, friend of the Woody family, put 
in $300,000 and Hold’s mother and brother-in-law 
subscribed $370,000. Roma Ryder, loyal as ever, 
gave him some $500,000 of her fortune. 

“Robin Hood” Ryder contributed $75,000 to 
the new firm; then secretly withdrew it. 

By taking from Peter to pay Paul, he managed 
to pay back Bailey, and ease the pressure—for a 
few months. But even his skill in balancing 
statements and outright forgery couldn’t keep the 
flimsy structure erect forever. The house of 
marked cards collapsed entirely in June, 1930, 

It was announced that the firm of Woody & 
Co. had failed for $2,837,000! And an investigator 
gave the reason: 

“This man (Ryder) seldom did any trading. 
He pocketed the customers’-money, including that 
of his wife, her father and her brother.” 

Ryder left Wall Street just before the public 
announcement of the failure, and held a hurried 
conference ‘with the still loyal Roma. If he could 
only have a few thousand, there was a chance. 

She gave him $68,000, leaving her $200, an 
amount Ryder considered too small for a waiter’s 
tip and he promised to reimburse relatives and 
friends who had “invested” with him. He didn’t. 

Two days later, while being sought, “The

Guinan’s country club at Lynbrook, L. L., his 
hands full of money—somebody else’s, as usual. 

He showed unusual restraint, for him, this 
time.

was beyond legal and moral aid. He was found 
guilty of using customers’ funds for himself and 
sent to Sing Sing for an indeterminate term. 

At the prison when he was asked whether he 
was married or single, he said emphatically: 

“Married!” 

But too great-a load can’t be borne by even 
the most loyal of women. Mrs. Roma Ryder 
pledged her future inheritance to repay her 
friends and relatives, and divorced Ryder. 

His stay in prison wasn’t as long as the offense 
seemed to warrant. At the end of two years and 
7 months he was free on parole—-with the stipula- 
tion he must stay out of the securities business 
during his term of parole. 

The parole board sought to justify the light 
sentence by explaining “the violations had not 
been made clear” by the court. 

Rvder returned to Manhattan in 1933, and took 
up residence with gangsters and loan sharks of 
the East Side, as an “investment counsellor.” 

In this capacity, he operated furtively until, 
on Oct. 20, 1937, a detective found him in a brok- 
erage office on Broadway. 

“What are you doing, Ryder?” the detective 
inquired. 

“I was trading. 

His own admission that he had violated his 
parole led him back to jail, and to a searching 
investigation. 

It developed this Robin Hood, in reverse, had 
taken $300,000 from ‘82 investors, ‘with the promise 
of returns ranging from 24 to 36 per cent. 

The money had been spent in second and third- 
rate nightclubs with a considerable quantity go- 
ing to mobsters for “protection.” 

This time, no swashbuckling playboy stood be- 
fore the bar of justice to hear sentence, 

At 42, Harold Russell Ryder appeared 65. The 
gray skin hung in folds from the massive face; 
once black hair was gray, too, and so was the 
baggy, ill-fitting suit he wore. 

He listened with head bowed to the sentence: 
7 years for violation of parole, 3 to 10 years for 
larceny.

N ALL the United States, Mrs. 
Mabel Jaines, nervous and sad, and 
wanting to be freed from her hus- 

band, could not have found—at that 
time—-a place where divorce seemed 
easier than in her home town, Chat- 
tanooga, “Tennessee. 

Around her, on every side, other 
young people were getting decrees, 
usually on the nominal grounds of 
“cruel and inhuman treatment.” At 
the time she decided to go to court 
the city’s divorce rate was nine times 
higher+than the national average. One 
court once issued 12 writs in 17 min- 
utes. 

If the course of Mrs. James’ mar- 
riage had run parallel with that of 
SO many otners, it would have ended 
in a broken home. Husband and wife 
would have been parted. Their two 
children would have been the pawns. 

But .this didn’t happen. The case 
of Mabel James and her husband, Les- 
ter James, stands out today as an 
example of one way 
in, which Chatta- 
nooga, once known 
as the “city of broken 
hearts,” is now living 
down its nickname 
and lowering its di- 
vorce rate. ° 

Mrs. James, trim 

and appealing, went 
to a lawyer, W. W. 
Robinson, a_ while 
ago. This was hard 
for her to do, she 
said, but she’d made 
up her mind. 

“T can’t get on with 
Lester any more,” 
she said. 

Mr. Robinson 
heard her out, and 
filed a bill for di- 
vorce, 

Lester James, 
learning this, went 
also to a_ lawyer, 
W. L. Tilett. 

“Mr, ‘liidett,” he said, “I don’t want 
to lose her. I don’t want to go on 
without her and the children.” 

The baby was 14 months old, he 
said. The older child was just past 
two. 

Mr, Tillett is a churchman: a High- 
land Park Baptist. He thought a mo- 
ment about Lester James and Mabel 
James and the babies. : 

“Do you and Mabel belong to a 
church?” he asked abruptly. 

“No, sir. ‘We don’t.” 

Mr. Tillett turned to his telephone. 
He called Mrs. James’ lawyer, Mr. 
Robinson. They talked a little while, 
and agreed, and Mr. Tillett spoke 
again to Lester James. 

“I don’t want to seem presumptu- 
ous, Lester,” he said, “but I’d like to 
have you meet the minister of our 
church. Then, maybe, Mrs. James 
might meet him.” 

“All right,’’ Lester James said, and 
his decision was more far-reaching 
than he knew, for in Chattanooga’s 
day of snap decision divorces, it set 
a precedent. 

Mr. Tillett took his client to the 
minister, the Rev. Lee Robertson. 
Later Mrs. James, after earnest coax- 
ing, agreed, too, to meet the parson. 

, They were skeptical at first. Why 

should divorce lawyers, usually out 
for a fee, try to patch up a case, and 
lose a fee? Why should a clergyman 
seem so sincerely interested in a 
couple he hadn’t known? 

They didn’t know, but they saw 
that their own welfare seemed to be 
at stake, and the next Sunday morn- 
ing they went, together, to listen and 
sing and pray in the Highland Park 
Baptist Church of Chattanooga. 

“We did all we could for them 
after that,” Mr. Tillett said recently. 
“They lived several miles away. We 
arranged for them to come in and 
live in a church-owned house so that 
they could attend services. 

“Now they are all together there 
and say they’re happier than they've 
ever been before.” 

It all goes to show you, says Mr. 
Tillett, that at least some of Chat-

T’S an old saying that the best 

thing to do with graying hair 1s 

to admire it. But women, since 
ihe days of’ Egypt’s Queen Nefertiti, 
and earlier, have been. imparting 
titian, black and other artificial 
tints and colors to their hair. Men 
have dyed hair and beards. 

Whatever the concession to be 
made to the demands of art, beauty 
or fashion, consideration of health 
cannot be overlooked, Dyeing of the 
hair should be completely harmless. 

There are many dyes in use*that 
are not safe for everyone. In fact, 
in certain women, these dyes can 
cause anything from ugly .skin 
rashes to severe organic ailments 
and, in some cases, blindness. 

Some of the dyes, particularly 
those prepared from a chemical, para- 
phenalene diamine, are “toxic,” pois- 
onous, to persons who are “allergic” 
io them. 

In preparation for an important 
banquet at which her husband was 
to be toastmaster, the wife of a 
prominent executive recently had her 
hair dyed. 

A few days later while dressing 
for the “big night,” she noticed a 
rash breaking out all over her body. 
In a few hours it spread to her face 
and formed unsightly blotches which 
later began to blister. Her eyes be. 
came puffy and swelled. She had 
been poisoned by the hair dye. 

The dye used contained paraphen-

alene diamine. In most cases, such 
dyes are satisfactory, ‘They not only 
penetrate directly into the hair but 
come in all colors and shades. 

But unfortunately for the execu- 
tive’s wife, she was allergic to it. 

This is typical of hundreds of 
similar cases: that some ten years 
ago led the Bureau of Investigation 
of the American Medical Association 
to publish a booklet, “Cosmetics and 
Allied Preparations,” which revealed 
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the dangers in many of the _ sub- 
stances used on the hair and face. 
At the time, Dr. Arthur J. Cramp, 
the director of the bureau, stated that 
the basic objection to hair dyes is 
that almost all of them contain cer- 
tain materials which in certain cases 
prove harmful. He mentioned that 
over 30 cases of poisoning were re- 
ported in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association due to the 
use of one product alone that con-

tained a coal tar dye, 

Largely as a result of this inves- 
tigation, leading. dermatologists have 
been instrumental in iné¢orporating 
into New York City’s Sanitary Code 
a number of “laws” pertaining to 
the use of coal tar dyes. One of 
them requires all establishments in 
which hair dyeing is done to display 
the following sign: - 

“Coal tar dyes used in this estab- 
lishment contain ingredients which 
may cause skin irritation on certain 
individuals and a preliminary test in 
acegrdance with the directions’ ac- 
companying the product should first 
be made 24 hours prior to using said 
dye. This product must not be used 
for dyeing eyelashes or eyebrows.” 

The preliminary test, called a 
“natch test,” is simple enough. A 
bit of the dye is placed on the skin 
of the neck. ‘The spot.or patch is 
observed after 24 hours. <Any red- 
dening or swelling of the skin indi- 
cates that the person is allergic. 

Regardless of the test, liquid dyes 
should never be applied to the eye- 
lashes or eyebrows. : 

Nearly all the liquid dyes contain 
chemicals harmful to the eyes. In 
some cases blindness has_ resulted. 
Mascara is harmless. 

Coal tar dyes are used extensively 
today in the fur industry. 

The industry requires the furriers 
who handle the dyed furs to take the 
patch tests. It*also forbids any work- 
ers with cuts or scratches to enter 
dyeing rooms during processing. 

In rare instances, some women are 
found who cannot wear a dyed fur 
without contracting annoying skin 
rashes where the fur contacts the 
skin. While this may be due to an 
allergy to fur, they are most likely 
hypersensitive to the dye. 

At a recent scientific gathering, 
Ir. Herman Goodman, of New York 
City, stated that within the last few 
years a new coal tar dye has been 
developed that has the advantages 
of the paraphenalene diamine type 
without the attending problems, It is 
derived from a special urea com- 
pound of coal tar and is availablé in 
all shades. It is claimed to have no 
irritating effect. 

‘While the new dye is rapidly be- 
coming popular, Dr. Goodman recom- 
mends that until it is tried on thou- 
sands of more cases; the patch test 
should still be used, 

He also cautions that regardless 
of the kind of dye used it must never 
be used where there are skin cuts. 

There used to be dyes that con- 
tained the metallic salts of silver, cop- 
per, iron or lead. 

In the case of lead, a poisoning 
similar to “painter’s colic” may re- 
sult. With silver, there is the re- 
mote chance of causing a permanent 
discoloring of the skin. 

In a sense, the metallic dyes are 
not true dyes at all. They merely 
coat the outer surface of the hair. 
Continual usage causes the hair to 
take on an unnatural look and it 
eventually becomes coarse and brittle. 

Perhaps the safest dyes of all 
dre the ancient vegetable dyes, such. 
as henna and indigo. 

DMveing the hair need never be a 
health problem. . 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor, the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, says, “With the  pro- 
longation of human life and the ex- 
tension of health so that there are 
many more old people; the interest 
in the use of hair dyes is increasing. 

“Beauty shops have increased. 

“Before permitting any beautician 
to dye your hair be sure that he or 
she is qualified. 

“The Food and Drug -Administra- 
tion is now responsible under the law 
for the control of the safety of hair 
dyes sold for use in the home or in 
the beauty shop. Be sure to read 
carefully the labels and the directions 
that come with the package when 
you invest in hair dyes.” 
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VEN today, after all the records 
have been examined, after all the 
memoirs of contemporaries have 


been conned for references, nobody 
knows for sure who Jim Barry was. 
* Only one thing is certain. Dr. 
James Barry, Senior Inspector Gen- 
eral of the British Medical Services, 
duelist, fist-fighter, competent sur- 
geon and braggart, was a woman. 

The general, after seven years 
retirement, died in London on July 
23, 1865, at the age of 71. When the 
undertaker disclosed that he was 
about to bury a woman, shocked 
Army officials ordered an inquiry. 

The official report was convenient- 
ly lost and the entire matter was 
quickly hushed up. 

As nearly as anyone can deter- 
mine, the girl who became Dr. Barry 
was the daughter of a Scottish 
baronet named Buchan. When she 
was 17 she fell in love with a junior 
surgeon in the Army who was ordered 
to Spain to serve under Wellington. 
She was determined to follow him 
but it was no simple matter. 

There were no Army nurses. The 
only solution, she decided, was to 
become an Army surgeon. 

She cut off her bright red hair, 
put on men’s clothes and enrolled as 
a student at Edinburgh University. 
Although she advanced rapidly in her 
studies, she kept fretting about get- 
ting to Spain. Finally she left school 
and was accepted as a medical 
assistant in the Army. 

The closest she got to Spain was 
an assignment to Malta, but while 
she was there she learned that the 
man she loved had been killed in 
action. It was too late then to be- 
come a woman again. She had begun 
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to tHink and act like a man, and 
medicine fascinated her. When she 
was only 33 she became a surgeon 
major. 

Throughout her Army eareer Dr. 
Barry had a chip on her shoulder. 
She was determined to prove that 
she could be as tough as any man. 
temarks about her soft voice, her 
beardless face or her slight figure 
were sure to bring on a challenge. 

When she was at:Edinburgh a 
fellow student tried to teach her to 
box, but she decided that a rapier or 
a pistol woyld be more her style. 
She became an expert with both, but 
she also used her fists when neces- 
sary. Once at Quebec she left the 
table during a meal, begging to be 
excused “because of pressing  busi- 
ness.” Later the garrison learned 
that she had beaten a man who had 
accused her of being effeminate. 

Probably her most difficult period 
was at Capetown, where she was 
staff surgeon while she was in her 
early 30s. Lord Charles Somerset, 
the Governor, found her “the most

skilful of physicians and the most 
wayward of men.” Lord Albemarle 
described her as “a _ beardless lad 
with an unmistakably Scotch type of 
countenance, striving constantly to 
overcome effeminacy in manner.” 

She was a favorite of the Gov- 
ernor, but once, when he threatened 
to dangle her out of a window to cool 
her temper, she kicked him with the 
high heel of her boot. He merely 
laughed and teased her about the 
high boot heels. 

“Like a woman’s, aren’t they?” he 
observed. 

“If you don’t stop your remarks, 
sir,” the surgeon replied in a rage, 
“it will be on your conscience, sir, if 
I challenge you.” 

There was no challenge, but the 
Governor’s aide, Sir Josiah Cloete, 
wasn't so fortunate. His recollection: 

“One day a buxom lady called to 
see me on private business. We were 
alone for some time. Barry sneered 
when he saw her. 

“*That’s a nice Dutch filly the 
Governor has got hold of,’ he said.

““Retract that vile expression, you 
infernal little cad’, I said, advancing 
and pulling his long ugly nose. Barry 
immediately challenged me and we 
fought with pistols. He got me in the 
leg, causing me to miss him.” 

After the general’s death, Sir Josiah 
often boasted that he was .“probably 
the only officer in the British Army 
who has ever fought a duel with a 
woman,” but that was far from true. 

Col. Shadwell Clerke, also on the 
(overnor’s staff, was challenged for 
a fancied insult,.but both he and the 
doctor were unhurt. When one 
Richard Baxendale remarked that Dr. 
Barry had a squeaky voice, the sur- 
geon turned on him, struck him with 
her fists, Knocked him into a chair 
and tried to choke him. 

After the duel with Sir Josiah, 
Dr. Barry was arrested and sent 
home for court-martial. She was 
found guilty, but good doctors were 
scarce and her superiors condoned 
her behavior. 

Although she was ae military 
doctor, she performed a Caesarean 
operation, which was extremely rare 
at the time, on a Mrs. Minnik, whose 
husband was attached to headquarters 
at Capetown. Her only assistant was 
her Negro servant, John. The opera- 
tion was a success and the grateful 
mother named the baby after her. 
The baby’s grandson, James Barry 
Minnik Hertzog, became prime min- 
ister of South Africa. 

John, the servant, who was her 
faithful attendant until she died, had 
no idea that his master was a woman. 
Neither had her associates. A Lieut. 
Col. Rogers, her cabin-mate on a voy- 
age, recalled she used to tell him each 
morning: “Now, then, youngster, 
clear out of the cabin while I dress.” 
He thought nothing about it at the 
time. 

Except .for her early love affair, 
there was no hint of a romance in 
Dr. Barry’s life.- After her death, 
however, an autopsy disclosed that 
she had been a mother. She had 
never mentioned a child and no one 
knew what had happened to it. 

Her retirement came in 1858. She 
had been a Deputy Inspector General 
for seven years and Senior Inspector 
General for one. 

Attempting to maintain her mas- 
querade even after death, she directed 
that her body be sewed in a blanket 
as soon as she died, with interment 
to follow immediately. [f her last 
orders had been carried out, the 
British Army might never have known 
that it had a woman general.

UT of it all—her 42 years of 

living, her three mariviages, 

her. transient fame as an 
actress and artist—what was worth 
remembering? Anything, now that 
the end was only a few moments 
away? 

Mary Rockwell, wearing a blue 
and white negligee and carrying its 
blue cord as she walked for the last 
time across her 17th floor New York 
apartment, may have wondered about 
this. It would have been natural. She 
was leaving life behind. 

If she did wonder, she must have 
thought momentarily of a man she 
hadn’t seen for 10 years and hadn’t 
known well since he was a gentle 
little boy a quarter of a century ago. 

In her clothes closet, she tied the 
negligee cord to a hook, looped the 
other end around her neck, and 
hanged herself. 3 

That was five years ago. Now 
the filing of her will for probate 
reveals how she felt, up to the end, 
about the man she had known as a 
child—Roger Pryor, Broadway star 
and “radio actor. She bequeathed 
$50,000 to him, half her fortyne. 

Pryor, hearing of it, uldn’t 
believe it at first. He hadn’t Known 
that Mary Rockwell, finding only 
unhappiness in three marriages (two 
ending in divorce and the other in the 
suicide of her husband), had kept him 
in her heart since they were children. 
But he saw that this was so, and he 
remembered a summer idyl away 
back in 1913, when they were child- 
hood sweethearts. 

Mary’s grandparents, Percy Brooke 
and May Wheeler, well known on the 
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stage, had taken her to Asbury Park, 
N. J. Pryor’s father, the famous 
bandman, Arthur Pryor, had taken 
him there, too. The elder Pryor’s 
concerts were a casino highlight. 

Both Mary and Roger Pryor had 
just turned 12 years old. They were 
drawn together as kindred spirits. 

They trudged the boardwalk 
together, and scampered in the wash 
of the breakers, all that summer. 
They had sodas and popcorn. They 
built castles in the sand. 

That was all.- It was brief and 
perfect. Nothing that happened after- 
ward, as the courses of their lives 
diverged, ever tarnished its bright- 
ness. 

“Mary and I were kind of boy-and- 
girl sweethearts,” said Pryor when 
news of the legacy came to him. “I'd 
known her for 25 years, but hadn't 
seen her for 10. The bequest was a 
surprise as much as her suicide is 
still a mystery.” 

Mary, growing up, aspired to a 
career on the stage, and she showed 
some talent. She played in summer 
stock, had a role on a radio program 
and made her Broadway debut in 
“Miss Quis,” a play written by her 
friend, Ward Morehouse. 

To art, however, she gave a deeper 
devotion. She painted well and won 
prizes. 

She married young. A socialite, 
R. Bruce Estelle, was her first hus- 
band, She divorced him. A banker, 
Harold H. Rockwell, was her second. 
She divorced him. 

If they left any lasting impression 
on her mind, she never said so. But 
her third was different. - His name 
was Waldemar Wysocki, known on 
the stage as William Moore, and when 
they were married in 1940, he was 
25 and she was 15 years older. 
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They’d hardly left his home town, 
Salem, Mass., where the ceremony 
was performed, before she knew that 
this, too, was a romance with only 
deepening shadows ahead. 

“He’s only a boy,” she said after- 
ward. “He isn’t grown up.” 

Within three months, they parted. 
Vainly, ‘he begged for a reconciliation. 
Repeatedly, she refused. She was 
ready to refuse again when one day 
he burst into her apartment. 

Her friend, Jessie Landis, and her 
grandmother were with her. They 
heard her try to reason with him. 

“Please, just go away!” 

They were beside her when he, 
with a highball in his hand, rushed 
toward a closed window. They heard 
her scream. 

“Come back! You don’t 
what you're doing!” 

Together, the three women saw it 
happen. He plunged headlong, the 
window crashing, and he died in the 
courtyard below.

hadn't foreseen a climax so 
violent. Life was always surprising 
her, and only rarely happily. ‘There 
was the abiding memory of the boy 
and girl on the white sand of Asbury 
Park.

and understanding friendship. But 
like the seashore episode, it was brief 
and unmarred, 

They parted for good. Holmes’ 
luck turned and he went on to suc- 
cess in Hollywood, 

Mary knew that Hollywood wasn't 
for her. A hip injury and later a 
broken arm handicapped her. She 
couldn't make sudden turns on the 
stage. She saw no future beckoning. 

When she made her will, she di- 
vided between Pryor and Holmes her 
$100,000 interest in the half-million 
dollar estate left by a granduncle, to 
be paid upon the death of his widow, 
Mrs. Margaret Wheeler, who is still 
living in White Plains, N. Y. 

Six months after Mary’s suicide, 
Holmes, in the RCAF, was killed in 
a plane crash in Canada. 

Now it is up to a court to. decide 
whether his heirs shall get his share 
or whether it shall go to the man who 
stayed so long in Mary’s heart, always 
a little boy.

The crass pressure of necessities 
rarely has been allowed to interfere 
with their quatrains, sonnets and pul- 
Ssating odes. 

Yet there was one notable excep- 
tion. By good fortune he was not 
only a poet, but plantation-owner, 
slaveholder, ‘sailor, politician, some- 
thing of a statesman and a canny, 
farseeing financier. 

Because of a romantic bent that 
was linked with a shrewd business 
brain, many hundreds of youny 
couples in the Louisiana parish of 
West Baton Rouge have _ begun 
married life with a little nest egg. 
It is derived from a 
trust fund that was 
started on its way 
to sizable growth 
by one Monsieur 
Julien Poydras just 
125 years ago. 

Poydras has been Yi 
dead now for more Ly 
than 100 years. Bui tf yy 
his name jis_- on 
schools and hospi- 
tals and enshrined 
forever in_ the 
hearts of many who 
might not have 
been able to get 
married at all ex- 
cept. for his fore- 
sight and humanity. 

The career of Jul- 
ien Poydras is al- 
most legend and 
folklore now. . The 
story of his person- 
al tragedy has been 
altered through the 
generations and in 
its handing down 
mother to daughter. 

But there is no doubt of the fact 
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from Louisiana 


that Poydras left in his generous will 
the sure of $30;000, the interest to be 
divided each year as dowries for 
“worthy brides” of the parish. 

Wisely invested, the “trust fund” 
has paid off from year’ to year for 
the benefit of- varying numbers of 
brides and their husbands. It ap- 
pears that perhaps 5,000 girls have 
benefited during the last century or 
more to the total of about $350,000. 

This figure is interesting if com- 
pared with what the original $30,000 
would be worth had Poydras left it 
unmolested to compound itself at an 
average rate of interest. It might 
today amount to a million dollars. 

Julien Poydras was one of early 
Louisiana’s wealthiest citizens. His 
poetry was for the most part of a 
military nature, filled with lusty 
praise of Don Benard de Galvez, 
Spanish governor of the state, and he 
is described in contemporary records 
as a “crusty” individual. 

This superficial grumpiness un- 
doubtedly resulted from the romantic 
seiback that caused him to set up 
the dowry fund, but the actual cir- 
cumstances of this incident——as a re- 
sult of whith Poydras condemned 
himself to eternal bachelorhood-—are 
shrouded in some mystery. 

It is known that Poydras came 
from fishing and sailing stock in 
Brittany, on the northwestern coast 
of France. He turned up penniless in 
New Orleans after a hitch with the 
French Navy, which saw him cap- 
tured by the British, and a few ad- 
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venturous years on the island of San 
Domingo in the West Indies. 

The most common|ly-heard story is 

that as a very young’ man im Brittany, 
Poydras fell desperately in- love with 
a French girl whose parents were 
ery poor, Their poverty prevented 
them from offering the traditiona! 
Gaowry, and. French custom of the 
time prevented their marriage with 
out a dowry. He departed for the 
western world, heartbroken, to em. 
bark upon a career of eventual fame 
ani philanthropy. 

Another version is that Poydras’ 
ill-starred love affair took place in 
New Orleans after his return from 
the sea. But the conditions of the 
tragedy were the same-—the object o' 
his affection was a beautiful Creole 
whose parents also were bowed down 
by abject poverty. 

Still another legend was _ that 
Poydras was determined to have 
enough money, before marriage, to 
support her in style, but that she died 
while he was still accumulating his 
fortune. 

He became an itinerant peddler, 
selling all the junk and trinkets and 
then reinvesting, until his holdings 
included six plantations, a cotton gin, 
and—some say—more than a thou- 
sand slaves. In addition, he became 
a bank president and member of the 
legislature. 

The money paid out to the girls 
each year is a variable factor, depend. 
ing upon the number of applicants 
and the income on the original fund. 
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This year’s total was divided 
among 23 brides, each of whom re- 
ceived $139, but the individual figure 
has gone as high as $500. 

On an average Poydras’ original 
fund has yielded about 8 per cent 
annually, or $2,400. In bad times the 
total is less but never a year has 
passed but that a certain number of 
young women in the “eligible” lists— 
whose own families’ wealth does not 
rule them out as contestants—have 
received a “dot” for their husbands. 

A casual check-up shows an 
amazing variety of uses to which the 
dowries have been put. Babies and

blankets are commonplace; rent and 
groceries are in there, too. At least 
one bride of modern days is keeping 
her money intact, possibly to use 
as a dowry for her own daughter. 

* Poydras’ will, calling upon “en- 
lightenment and humanity” to provide 
legal sanction for his unusual! be- 
quest, showed him to be a truly 
extraordinary man. 

He lived more than 80 years—-and 
died standing because, as he said, “a 
man should die on his feet.”

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Seabiscuit Finally Broke the Jinx in 1940. Jockey 
Pollard Gave Him His Head in the Last Sixteenth 
and He Drew Away Easily to Win by a Length 


and a Half.

HORSE’S neck is easy to swal- 

low, but a horse’s head is some- 

thing else again. Horses’ heads 
akmost ruined Charley 
Howard's digestion several years back 
when he had them for a steady ict, 
figuratively speaking. 

These particular equine profiles 
bobbed up at the wrong time and in the wrong 
places to prevent him from winning the $100,000 
added Santa Anita Handicap five years hand 
running in his first five attempts to lift it. 

They also kept his star performer, Seabiscuit? 
which died recently, from remaining the greatest 
money winner in the history of the turf. 

The Santa Anita Handicap, of course, is the 
richest event of its kind on the American turf. 

There’s nothing wrong with the payoff in 
the Santa Anita Handicap, as Mr. Howard found 
out when his horses won the event twice and took 
second money three times. 

There’s a wealth of tradition as well as ma- 
zuma wrapped up in this winter classic, and no 
one has contributed more to its saga than Mr. 
Howard’s thoroughbred trio, Seabiscuit, Kayak II 
and Mioland. 

These three would have virtually monopolized 
the history of the Santa Anita ’Cap had they been 
provided by nature with rubber necks. 

A purse of $100,000 was something to make 


even a worn-out selling’ plater ambitious back: 


in 1935 when the Santa Anita "Cap was inaugur- 
ated. And that’s exactly what it did. 

The pace that year was set for a mile by a 
reformed plater named Ted Clark. It was a re- 
converted hedge-hopper yclept Azucar (Spanish 
for sugar) that grabbed the bag of his namesake 
with a closing rush, while such famed nags as 
Mate, Equipoise, Gusto, Twenty Grand and Head 
Play wound up eating ignominious dust. 

F. M. Alger, Jr., of Detroit, owned the winner 
and his namesake, Horatio, never wrote a rags- 
to-riches story that matched Azucar’s. 

There wasn’t much to set apart the second 
running of the Santa Anita ‘Cap as a race and 
even less to distinguish it from a rodeo. A. A. 
Baroni’s Top Row occupied the place in the chart 


indicated by its name the next day. 

But that all happened before Chartes S. How- 
ard set out to make this classic his plaything. 

The tale of the horse’s head didn’t start until 
February 27, 1937, when the Howard colors 
passed in review for the first time in the Santa 
Anita ’Cap. For this, the third running of the 
classic, William S. duPont’s Rosemont drew high 
weight and the role of favorite. 

Even the hunch players strung along with 
Rosemont because his stable mate, Fairy Hill, 
had won the Santa Anita Derby a short time 
previously. 

Those who hothered to follow the results at 
Bay Meadows, up near San Francisco, the pre- 
vious summer might have noticed something in 
the work of Seabiscuit, owned by Charles S. 
Howard, a wealthy automobile dealer, that touted 
them off the favorite if they studied the charts, 

Seabiscuit, a four-year-old, had been bred by 
the Wheatley Stable. 


Man o’ War and Tea Biscuit were the parents , 


of his sire, Hard Tack, which circumstance made 
his nomenclature most appropriate. 

On the distaff side he inherited the blood of 
Whisk Broom II and Balance through Swing On, 
his dam. But there was nothing in his 1936 over- 
all record to stampede horse players. 

That year, he had won nine of 23 starts. 

In 1935, he had run 18 races before finally 
getting out of the maiden class, and had finished 
first only 5 times out of 35. 

It wasn’t hard to see, therefore, why the 
Wheatley Stable had given up on Seabiscuit.

Discerning form students might have taken a 
fancy to him on the strength of two races he haa 
run at Bay Meadows the previous season. 

The figure filberts, noting that Seabiscuit was 
in 10 pounds lighter than Rosemont, who had 
to carry 124 pounds, might have sensed a good 
thing in him. 

But not even Charles S. Howard himself sus- 
pected that he owned in this bay colt one of the 
outstanding horses of this generation, destined 
to top Sun Beau’s record as a money winner, 

When the 1937 Santa Anita Handicap had been 
run, though, Mr. Howard had good reason to be- 
lieve Seabiscuit was a standout steed. Carrying 
114 pounds, the Biscuit had overtaken the pace- 
setters, Special Agent, Boxthorn and Don Roberto 
by the time they turned into the stretch. 

At this point Seabiscuit was on top by a head 
—the symbol that was to prove a heodoeo to 
his owner. 

Rosemont, the favorite, skilfully handled by 
Harry Richards, had moved into the fourth spot 
at this stage, three and a half lengths off the 
pace, and was closing ground like a bulldozer. 

But those who had picked the Howard horse, 
and had already made plans for spending their 
winnings of $14.80 for every deuce invested, 
roared encouragement to Seabiscuit and Jockey 
Red Pollard. 

If noise would have turned the trick for Sea- 
biscuit, then the crowd failed in its duty by 
enough uproar to make him a head faster. 

That was the distance by which Rosemont 
had finished in front of the Biscuit—the hoodoo 
head of the Howard hacienda. But, oh what a 
difference a head’s length can make sometimes! 


N THIS case, it represented the difference be- 
* tween $90,700 which was added to the duPont 
fortune and $20,000 which Mr. Howard collected 
for second prize. 

Even for a millionaire, $70,700 is a bit too 
much to pay for a profile view of the wrong 
horse’s head. : 

Seabiscuit’s fame had grown so much. by the 
time the 1938 Santa Anita Handicap rolled «round 
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that he was sent to the post the favorite. 

Even the fact that 130 pounds had been as 
signed to him as agaimst a mere 100 for Staze- 
hand, recent winner of the Santa Anita Derby, 
failed to prevent him from becoming the public 
choice. 

Zest was added to the classic that year, by 
the fact that it was to be a duel of Howards. 
Maxwell Howard owned Stagehand. 


FARLE SANDE trained him and this fact, 

coupled with his victory in the Derby, had 
made friends and influenced people galore for the 
three-year-old, however. 

Georgie Woolf, since deceased, rode Seabiscuit 
this time. Woolf sent Seabiscuit into,the lead as 
they rounded into the stretch. And by how much? 
The hard-luck Howard head again! Just behind 
were Aneroid and Stagehand, the latter ridden 
by Nick Wall. 

Aneroid didn’t have the stuff in the test, so 
it was left to Seabiscuit and Stagehand. “After a 
scorching duel down to the wire, Wall managed 
‘to’ push Stagehand home in front—by a head! 

This time Charles Howard was caught in a 
rising market on heads. Instead of $70,700, the 
1937 price, his tab was $71,450 for that glimpse 
of Stagehand’s frontispiece at the finish line. 

Stagehand’s purse was $91,450, which Maxwell 
Howard pocketed. 

Charles Howard settled for $20,000, unless you 
place a cash valuation on the satisfaction Charley 
might have derived from the fact that ’Biscuit 
forced Stagehand to set a new track record of 
2:013-5 for the mile and a quarter route in 
order to win. r 

Charley Howard might have weakened a bit 
on Seabiscuit—-as who wouldn’t, after a steady 
diet? 

At any rate, he retired the horse temporarily, 
while he continued his quest for the Golden 
Fleece with an Argentine-bred router named 
Kayak IL 

And so, in the 1939 Santa Anita Handicap, 
Kayak II carried the Howard colors while Sea- 
biscuit took neck-stretching exercises in a nose. 
bag of oats. 

Even Bob Ripley could be expected to doubt 
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it when we tell you that as the top of the stretch 
was reached in the $100,000 ’'Cap that year, there 
was that ever-mocking horse’s head again. 

This time it belonged to Whichcee, the A. T. C. 
Stock Farm's stepper which had set a blistering 
pace for a mile. 

But there’s many a head twixt the turn and 
the wire and Kayak II's mighty rush down the 
Straightaway finally yvave Charles Howard the 
thrill he had just missed two years running. 

Johnny Adams was a length and a half to the 
good as he led the pack across the finish line 
aboard Kayak II and clinched $91,100, first money, 
for Mr. Howard. And Kayak II had cut the Santa 
Anita track record for a mile and a quarter to 
2:01 2-5, a baim for Mr. Howard’s wounds of the 
two previous years. 

Encouraged by Kayak II’s success, Mr. How- 
ard sent Seabiscuit back after the big prize again 
in 1940, along with the Argentine horse. Natur- 
ally, the entry was made a prohibitive favorite. 

Seabiscuit, despite his two failures, drew top 
weight of 130 pounds whereas Kayak II, in spite 
of his victory the previous year, was sent in 
with 129. 

The pair went to the post at 7 to 10. ‘There 
was a double incentive for Seabiscuit, now seven 
years old, to win>the Handicap this time. 

First, it would probably be his last crack at it. 
second, he could boost his winnings to an all-time 
high for the turf. 

ted Pollard was back in the saddle again, 
resolved that this time there would be no reason 
for anyone blaming him if the mature campaigner 
failed once more. 

This time, Red kept Seabiscuit just off the pace 
which Whichceeeagain was setting and wonder 
of wonders, when they rounded into the straight 
away for home, the leader was out in front by a 
head. More wonderful still, this time the head 
was Seabiscuit’s. 

But wait. There was Kayak II, urged on by 
Buddy Haas, coming on like a tornado. Would 
Seabiscuit last? 

Those who doubted the twice beaten galloping 
gold mine's staying powers even for a flash felt 
guilty when Pollard gave him his head in the last

sixteenth and let him pull away from his stable- 
mate to win by a good length and a half margin. 

The victory, long delayed, was well worth wait- 
ing for and fittingly crowned a glorious career. 

That day, Seabiscuit added $86,650 to his earn- 
ings which lifted them to $437,730, a new record 
up to then. 

tle covered the mile and a quarter in the rec- 
ord-breaking Santa Anita time of 2:011-5, a mark 
which still stands, although equalled in 1945 by 
L. BB. Mayer’s Thumbs Up. 

And having routed that head jinx that had 
dogged him, he was satisfied to go into retirement. 
But for Charles S. Howard, the hoodoo persisted. 

The next year, taking another crack at Santa 
Anita’s $100,000, this time with Mioland and 
Porter’s Cap who were made even money fa- 
vorites, he saw the least favored horse in the race, 
Bay View, splash through the mud to victory, 
paying $58.20 to $1. 

Nick Wall, the jockey who had pushed Stage- 
hand’s head in front of Seabiscuit’s in 1938, now 
came back to haunt Mr. Howard. He rode Bay 
View over a sloppy course and won over Mioland 
by a head. 

That gander at a horse’s head cost Mr. Howard 
$69,360, since the race that year was worth $89,360 
to the winner and $20,000 was second money. 

Add $69,360 to the $142,150 Rosemont’s and 
Stagehand’s heads had cost Mr. Howard and what 
have you got? 

Not magnolia, but. $211,510 which isn’t 
timothy, either, but a pretty penny to pay for 
three views of horses’ heads. 


Tack onto Seabiscuit’s lifetime’s earnings of 
$437,730 that additional $142,150 he might have 
won but for two of those costly heads, and we get 
$579,880. 

That figure would have left Seabiscuit top 
money winner until recently. Assault and Stymie 
have established new records in earnings and are 
battling for first place which will only be deter- 
mined when one or the other is retired. 

But, heads or tails, it must be admitted that 
$437,730 is a lot of dough for one Seabiscuit.

NCE the favorite comedienne 

of Paris, the toast of the boul- 

evards, Maud Loty in recent 
years has fallen on lean days, but 
her luck has never forsaken her. 

Now—just when it seemed in post- 
war France that she wouid hardly 
eke out’ a living reading palms and 
tea leaves—good fortune has smiled 
on her again. 

Out of the b'e, she’s had a wind- 
fall. She’s received 106,000 francs sent 
to her by a mysterious philanthropist, 
in the United States, who once was 
her chauffeur. 

In her heyday, after World War I, 
when she ruled like a queen not only 
in the French capital but Deauville 
and Cannes, this wouldn’t have been 
much of a stake. Today Maud Loty, 
aging, but still dynamic, admits it’s 
more currency than she’s seen in a 
long time. 8 

American GIs who have returned 
from Paris during the last year or 
two may have some recol'ect ons of 
la Lot*’, either for her current min- 
istrations as a st~ingy-haired fortune- 
teller in a cabiret on the ~ Place 
Pigalle, or from the unforgettable 
caricature of her that hung for quite 
a while on the wall of Harry’s 
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New York Bar in the Rue Daunou. 
The place where she is working 
now is called “La Roulotte,” which 
means “The Caravan,” and when she 
was asked the other day how she 
came to choose this outlet for her 
inexhaustible energies, she replied: 

“When I had money in the old days, 
I gave much of it to fortune-tellers. 
I went to them so often and listencd 
so much to what they said that I 
ended up by understanding all their 
secrets.” 

Loty knew more than the sec ets 
of fortune-tellers, and still does. 

She was a millionairess, the wife of 
a South American tycoon, the owner 
of a huge racing stab'e, the confidante 
of the Aga Khan, one of the Roths- 
child Barons, and a friend of the 
Duke of Windsor. 

She started professional life as a 
performer with the famed old Grenier 
Circus of France, either as a paid em- 
ployee or a child sold into the enter- 
ts'nment business by callous and 
impecunious parents. 

Maud likes to talk about the old, 
old days, and with habitual impish- 
ness she will tell one story today 
and another tomorrow. 


It does seem likely that she did 
have a genuine stage debut ina Henri 
Bernstein play, had a small ro'e in 
the original production of Maurice 
Maeterlinck’s “Bluebird” and was on 
one occasion a pupil, certainly not 
an understudy, of Sarah Bernhardt. 

Maud Loty in her youthful da’’s 
filled completely the classic conception 
of a French comedienne. 

That meant she cou'd not act, 
she cou'd not dance, she cou.d not 
sing, and when she did talk it was in 
the intimate manner of the boudoir. 
It was of no great importance that 
she lacked real theatrical: ability. She 
had the first radio-equipped limou- 
sine in Paris when such luxury was 
in the realm of complete unbei-_ev- 
ability. 

Yellowed old clippings bring Maud 
Loty into close association with fa- 
mous figures in the history of Pari- 
Sian high jinks.

night with flowers and 
with jewels. Before the time when 
a car wih a radio was a practical 
thing, her English automobile had a 
bar that was stocked from top to 
bottom. 

Where did it all eoeme from? 

In Maud Loty’s tre.sure chest of 
luck in times past there always was 
a dog, sometimes a fox terrier, some- 
times a Russian wolfhound. Always 
they were beautifully washed, per- 
fumed and beribboned, and they had 
a way of “getting lost” in the hotel 
suite of some wealthy man at Deau- 
ville, Biarritz, Cannes, Nice and 
sometimes Monte Carlo. 

They also always wore a jewelled 
collar upon which Maud’s name and 
address were carefully engraved just 
in case the man got curious. 

More times than not, the guileless 
finder brought the lost pet home, 
where Maud just happened to be at 
the moment—taking a littie rest in 
her most attractive negligee. 

Sooner or later, the conversation 
got around to the high cost of | v- 
ing and the caller usually expressed 
his sympathy by leaving five or ten 
thousand francs. 

Those days, of course, are long 
past. Maud has b°*n in mosf of the 
prisons of Paris o.f avd on dtring 
the last few years and she bvasts 
that she has been arrested for sleep 
ing on park benches and even on tue 
steps of the church of Sacre Coety 
on the top of Monimartre hail.

HEN the cab driver heard the question 

he pulled ‘over to the curb, shut off his 

meter, and turned in his seat so he 
wouldn’t have to talk out of the corner of his 
mouth. 

We were parked on Chicago’s North Clark 
street, not far from the cathedral whose stone 
front was chipped by gangsters’ machinegun bul- 
lets not too long ago. We weren't far, either, 
from the garage where gangsters had executed 
seven men in the St. Valentine Day massacre 
that had clinched the title of Capital of Crime 
for Chicago.

“I came back to town,” the cab driver went 
on, “and got a job driving a hack.

“I did it, 
so I wouldn’t be in touch with the syndicate for 
booking big bets. A $2 bet yes, to accommodate 
a friend but nothing commercial. The new mayor 
means it and I- don’t know but what he’s right.” 

What's happened to Chicago? An advertising 
executive pondered the question uptown on Michi- 
gan avenue. His answer: 

“I know of five corporations that would gladly 
pay Martin Kennelly $150,000 a year. He gets 
$18,000 a year as mayor and he’s working 12 or 
15 hours a day. Not only that, he’s got the alder- 
men working! He’s got all of us working trying 
to keep up with him. By golly, he’s even got 
our: streets clean!” 

It was still puzzling to someone who had 
known Chicago in-the old days when gunmen 
ordered citizens out of a cafe while they killed 
rival gunmen; when pedestrians squinted to pro- 
tect their eyes from flying dirt; when aldermen 
spent much of their time and much of the tax: 
payers’ money in Hot Springs, Ark. 

But it wasn’t puzzling after we found out the 
average or composite mental attitude of the 
Chicagoan today. Here it is: 

Chicago has been known for its pioneering, 
its forward thinking and planning. 


Chicago is the world’s greatest manufac- 
turer of radio, electronic and telephone equip- 
ment. It is the world’s greatest air transpor- 
tation center. 


NOW Chicago is pioneering again. This time 
pioneering a system of government under 
which the political Outs work with the Ins; 
employer and employe go to lunch together; 
the rich go slumming, not out of curiosity but 
out of a spirit of helpfulness. 

It’s more than municipal government. It’s 
Community Government. 

Under Mayor Maytin Kennelly it’s working in 
Chicago and with men like him it could be ef- 
fective in any community, large or small. 

Martin Kennelly is not of Chicago. He is Cni- 
cago and the Chicago spirit. 

He was. two years old when his father died 
and his mother, with the strength and tenacity of 
the native Vermonter, took over the solitary task 
of raising her five children. Martin Kennelly’s 
first memory was that of his mother counting 
out pennies and nickels. in a cup. 

“They're for the tax collector,” she would ex- 
plain to the five youngsters yearning for a penny’s 
worth of candy. 

Then she would survey the shabby frame 
building in the poor Back o’ the Yards district, 
pat down a strip of torn linoleum, and add: 

“If we pay the taxes they won't take our nice 
home away from us.” 

The memory made Martin Kennelly a life-long 


defender of the taxpayer. He went on to peddle 
papers, to earn $2 a week at Marshall Field’s, to 
gontinue his education and, with his own chain 
of warehouses and his own trucking lines, became 
a bachelor millionaire whose only sweetheart was 
his mother. | 

He was protecting the taxpayer when he re- 
signed from his non-salaried post on the Park 
District Board because other members insisted 
on adopting budgets which he offered to prove 
were excessive and unnecessary. 

He was protecting the taxpayer when the 
powerful Democratic County Central Committee 
finally convinced him he should run for mayor, 
He would run, Kennelly said, but the “organiza- 
tion” could expect no favors from him. 

Shortly after he took office as mayor last 
April, he dropped 400 organization members from 
the city payroll because they weren't earning the 
money the taxpayers were giving them, He 
shifted 35 police captains, suspended two others, 
And the Democratic County Central Committee 
made no protest! 

That was one step in the new Community 
Government. Others:

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Republicans voted against their own candi- 
date, Russell Root, to help Kennelly roll up a 
record majority of 250,000. Later, the new mayor 
found that several corporations were blocking 
his better housing and slum clearance programs. 
He called the corporation heads into his office. 

“I know some of you voted for me,” he said. 
“But that’s not enough. You have to work for 
me and Chicago, or I will take steps—-” 

They left with the it-won’t-happen-again atti- 
tude. 

Chicago has a program of $31,075,000 for 
slum clearance to make way for $175,000,000 


worth of housing to be built by private capital. 


That was another step forward in Community 
Government. 

Employers voted for him, and so did employes. 
Early in his tenure as mayor, it seemed certain 
that milk wagon drivers would call a strike. 

Mayor Kennelly called employers and em- 
ployes, management and labor into his office and 
they talked for several hours. At midnight when 
the representatives said they would go home and 
meet some other time, probably after the strike 
had taken effect, the mayor said: 

“Gentlemen, we know this strike is going to 
be settled. All strikes are settled—-eventually. 
Let’s settle this one before it starts. After all, 
the children of Chicago must have milk. And I 
think all of us intend to see that they get it.” 


The representatives sat down again, and the 
settlement was*signed at dawn. Chicago chil- 
dren got their milk. On time. 

There is no racial friction in the new Chicago, 
arched now by a rainbow heralding the end of 
class, underworld and race warfare. Federal 
street, where men were hanged from lamp posts 
in the bloody riots of 1919, is now the center of 
a peace-loving, church-going Negro community, 
largest in the world. 

Machineguns have quit popping in Chicago. 
There is no such thing as “mugging,” the brutal 
beating of victims, men and women, by sadistic 
holdup men. 

Not so long ago, Chicago’s law enforcement 
agencies, including the state’s attorney’s office, 
found themselves so deeply involved with the 
forces of vice and corruptioh that citizens had 

to call on The Man With the Whiskers, 
the United States Government, to clean 
house for them. Now Chicago with 
its government of, by and for the 
peopie, protects its own citizens, en- 
forces its own laws. 

Martin Kennelly, who raised $42,. 
000,000 for the American Red Cross, 
brought to the office of mayor a life 
record that forced his detractors, in a 
bitter campaign fight, to warn their 
underlings to avoid all persona! at- 
tacks on Kennelly. 

The nearest thing to such an attack 
came when his opponents said Ken- 
nelly trucks had hauled ballot boxes 
to the polling places. 

They did. But the ballot boxes

NEW Histamine treatment for micraine 
A headaches has been uncer trial. and has 
given very encouraging results. 

Drs. Stuyvesant Butler and William A. Thomas, 
of the Presbyterian Hospital, Chicago, recently 
have reported to the American Medical Associa- 
tion that by the use of Histamine, a potent chem- 
ical, they have been able to prevent the recurrence 
of migraine in several hundred cases. 

Histamine solution is injected drop by drop 
into the patient’s veins for several hours. ‘This 
treatment is given each day for three to six days. 
Nearly 85 per cent of those treated have, been 
greatly benefited; and 45 per cent of all those 
given Histamine by the drip method have been 
free of a migraine attack for as long as five years. 

This therapy is not meant for the relief of 
migraine headache, but for its prevention and, 
perhaps, permanent cure. For the alleviation of 
head pain and other associated symptoms, such as 
nausea, and disturbances of the senses, Ergota- 
mine Tartarate and DHE-45 have been found to 
be helpful, provided they are used early enough 
after an attack begins.

DHE-45 is much less likely to be injurious 
than Ergotamine, although both are Ergot deriva- 
tives. These drugs are not to be used by persons 
having high blood pressure, which they might 
increase. The time to use them, whether by 
mouth or. by injection, is when migraine is in 
its first and early second slages. The

begins with “pre-headache” disturbances, such as 
of vision, hearing, taste and smell and loss or 
disturbances of skin sensation. Some times a 
sort of half blindness, or seeing “sparks of light,” 
portends the attack. 
Headache, usually on one side, begins the 
second stage. There is a throbbing pain, which 
rows worse. If Ergotamine or DHE-45 is used, 
e attack might be wholly stopped or weakened. 
But the treatment is seldom of value when the

last phase, of grinding pain all over the head, 
develops. 

The explanation, given by the Chicago physi- 
cians, is that in migraine the head’s blood vessels 
become dilated, enlarged, swollen and distorted. 

What causes this rush of blood to the head? 
It’s Histamine, known to enlarge the blood vessels. 
Ergotamine has the opposite effect. 

By their Histamine drip treatment, the Chicago 
doctors build up a resistance to the body’s own 
Histamine supply. 

There are other types of Histamine headaches, 
especially investigated by Dr. Bayard T. Horton, 
of Mayo Clinic, in which the internal carotid 
artery its enormously expanded. The headache 
occurs in cycles, which may last from two to 12 
weeks or longer, with head pain occurring as 
many as 16 times each 24 hours. When the cycle 
is over, the person is free of all pain; but this 
holiday from suffering does not last long. The 
cycles recur more and more frequently. Anti- 
Histamine drugs, of the kind used against allergy, 
have been used. 

Drs. Butler and Thomas especially recommend 
two Pyribenzamine, which is available, and 
“Searle 887,"" which is being used only experi- 
mentally as yet, 

Headache is only a symptom, not a disease in 
itself, and it might be caused by some mild dis- 
turbance or serious disease, such as brain tumor 

and high blood pressure. Any one 
prone to frequent headaches should 
consult a good physician, for the 
treatment depends on the type of 
pain and the underlying conditions. 

New Operation for Deafness 

Dr. Julius Lempert, of New York, 
has improved his method of relieving 
otosclerosis —- progressive deafness 
caused by the closing up of the nat- 
ural window of the ear through 
which airborne sound waves enter 
the inner ear. ' 

His operation, which has made 
him famous all over the world, is 
known as “fenestration.” When it is 
performed, a tiny window is opened 
in the bony structure above the ear 
drum. 

Dr. Lempert has discovered how 
to prevent the closing up of the arti- 
ficial window, which occurs in many 
cases following the operation. 

The surgeon and scientist has 
found that by polishing with pure 
lead the rim of the window, the bony 
tissue will not grow up and close the 
opening again. The lead treatment 
keeps the window permanently open. 

Liquid Oxygen Skin Treatment 

Liquid oxygen is intensely cold. 
When it is applied to any part of the 
body it freezes and kills the tissues. 
Knowing this, two Cincinnati physl- 
cians, Drs. Roy L. Kile and Ashton 
L. Welsh, have used on several thou- 
sand patients this simple chemical 
for removal of warts, white patches 
(leucoplakia), strawberry and rasp- 
berry marks (hemangiomas, or tu- 
mors of blood vessels), keloids and 
similar blemishes. ‘ 

Ordinary sterilized cotton wrapped 
around a piece of wood, of any de- 

sired size, is dipped into liquid oxygen. With- 
drawn, it is pressed, lightly or firmly as required, 
where .the skin tissue is to be treated. In 15 to 
90 seconds the wart or tumor or keloid is frozen 
and lifeless. The method causes some pain. 

3 Polio Treatments 

A brilliant young scientist, Dr. Glenn Millikan, 
son of the great physicist, Dr. R. A. Millikan, was 
recently killed in an accident, but he had already 
rendered a great service to mankind. He had 
developed methods for rapidly measuring the 
amount of oxygen present in the blood, by use 
of a small instrument attached to the ear. Using 
such a device medical specialists learn about one 
of the worst forms of infantile paralysis, involv- 
ing interference with breathing. 

“Bulbar poliomyelitis” is a group of different 
diseases due to the degeneration of parts of the 
At the University 
of Minnesota, treatments of the various symp- 
toms have been developed, reducing deaths from 
80 to 30 per cent. 

Dr. A. B. Baker, 


of Minneapolis, Minn., one 
of these medica! scientists, has mapped out for 
the American Medical Association just the kind 
of treatments suitable for polio victims whose 
respiration, blood flow, chest, face or other mus- 
cles or emotional patterns have been jolted.

He seems not to have written 
home about the promise, perhaps be- 
cause he did not like to convey even 
the slightest suggestion he might 
not come back, and anyhow it was 
only ‘a verbal promise. 

On April 28, 1945. Mrs. Shimer 
picked up a paper with a picture of 
her husband being greeted by the 
mayor as the millionth Yank. 

Proudly she showed it to her 
parents with whom she was then 
living. Then she tried to make lit- 
tle Pat understand that it was a nice 
thing for her father to be, even if 
not quite the same as becoming a 
millionaire. 

One hour later she was showing 
it to’ a neighbor when there came 
that dread apparition of the war, a 
messenger carrying a telegram. 


It was. just what she feared. The. 
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millionth Yank, but to her, the only 
one in the world, had been killed in 
action by the explosion of two land 
mines, as he led a charge against a 
Strategic hill. 

The widow had to explain to Pat 
why her daddy would net be coming 
back home. 

She had to support herself and 
child by working in a beauty parlor, 
making other wives beautiful for 
husbands who would come hack, as 
most of them eventually did. 

All this time Mrs. Shimer knew 
nothing of Mayor Stranger’s promise 
because the mayor himself had not 
kept in ‘ouch with the sergeant. 

Why hadn’t he? 

The answer is 50 bombings to 
which his city had been subjected. 
After the bombing and_ shooting 
stopped, he took time to inquire 
where his millionth Yank was to be 
found and learned that he was under 
a little white cross. 

But that verbal promise was as 
good as if Paul had appeared to him 
with a promissory note. So it hap- 
pened that Mrs. Shimer was notified 
by the British Information Service 
that Southampton’s wartime mayor, 
with Mrs. Stranger, were to visit her 
and her daughter, at the Mahaffey 
residence in Chambersburg. 

He did not come empty-handed. 
He flew in from Washington with 
the certificate of a trust fund 
amounting to 1,000 English pounds, 
equivalent to about $4,000 in Ameri- 
can money, all for little Pat, now 
six years old. 

He could not deliver the cash it- 
self on account of restrictions against 
exporting money from England, but 
these would surely be lifted long be- 
fore the girl reaches college age, 
when it is to’ be used. 

He did not return empty-handed 
either. The citizens of Chambers- 
burg gave their distinguished visitors 
a worthy welcome, including some- 
thing better than speeches, namely 
a certified check for $3,000 collected 
from the townspeople and to be fol- 
lowed by a carload of apples donated 
by surrounding apple-growers and 
timed for distribution just before 
Christmas. 

According to their dog-eared and 
somewhat antiquated geographies, 
Chambersburg had only 13,000 popu- 
lation in 1915 but every Southampton 
youngster can tell you that it pro- 
duces shoes, woolens, silk and stock- 
ings also, though the big, flat book 
does not say so, some very nice yeo- 
ple, and apples. 

Many an English child would walk 
a mile for one crisp, juicy apple.

HEN Jack Mee kissed me, I became his 
slave. I do not know any other way to 
describe in. 

I worshiped him. I believed him and trusted 
him. Without fears or doubts or suspicions of any 
kind, never dreaming that he could be anything 
but a fine, sincere man, thinking only of a de- 
liriously happy future, I put my life and soul in 
his possession, 

There is no longer a Jack Mee in whom 

I can place my trust. But there is Someone 

else. There is the Lord. I have opened my 

heart to Him. I have told Him my story, over 
and over again, here in Guanabacoa Prison, 
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and I know He has listened. His is the right 
to judge. His 1s the right to decree. Whatever 
He wills I shall abide by. 

Jack Mee is dead. I killed him. On a dreadful 
day last April, aboard his yacht in Havana harbor, 
I fired the bullet that ended his life. 

How could such a thing ever have come to 
pass? How could I, an ambitious, hard-working 
serious-minded girl of 21, who had previously sub- 
ordinated everything—-even love—to her career 
as a professional dancer, ever have reached such 
an extremity of desperation? , 

I had met this man “only a year before. By 
early summer. our romance was in full flood. 
Until only a brief while before the end, I was still 
trusting him and believing him and loving him 
with all my heart. 

How then could it.all have culminated in such 
a ghastly act? 

I hope to explain this, step by step. 

As I stated in the beginning, I do not know 
what my judges will decide. But whatever 
their decision, I shall be ready for it because 
I have learned, here in Guanabacoa Prison, 
to put my faith in the Almighty. For this I 
have to thank Father Antonio Rivas, the 
prison chaplain, who has been a never-ending 
source of strength and comfort during these 
months in a strange and far-off environment. 

At the time I made the acquaintance of John 
Lester Mee, my years of struggle were just be- 
ginning to bear fruit. I had started dancing at 
the age of 4 in my native Toledo, Ohio, and had 
worked hard—as only a dancer must work—to 
lift myself above the ranks. Finally, in March, 
1946, I landed a contract as a novelty number en- 
tertainer in the Silver Palm cafe in Chicago. 

Jack Mee entered my life a few weeks later. 

I told him I was married and asked him, in 
so many words, whether he was, too. I had mar- 
ried Carl Sperry, just recently out of the Navy, 
early the previous December, and within two 
weeks had -discovered that the marriage was a 
mistake. Jack Mee, a lawyer who had been a 
PT boat commander in the South Pacific, told 
me that -he had been married to a dancer but 
had been divorced for nearly three years. 

I be.ieved him. . Had no reason to question 


his statement. To me he seemed the essence of 
honesty and good-will. In the beginning our 
friendship was casual and platonic; it never oc- 
curred to me to see whether, in the words of 
Solomon, his feet 1:an to evil) whether he walked 
“in the ways of darkness.” 

What a difference it would have made, in 
both our lives, if only I had investigated and 
learned the things I now know—too late!— 
about this strange, strange creature! 

Had I done so, I would have found out 
that, for all his surface charm and brilliant 
intellect, Jack Mee long since must have sold 
his soul to the Devil; that his personality 
embraced traits and impulses which are usually 
described only in medical books. 

A psychoneurotic, pathologically preoccupied 
with sensations, he actually had been devoting 
himself; almost to the exclusion of all other in- 
terests, to the deception, enslavement and emo- 
tional exploitation of women. 


OT clever, sophisticated women, mind you, not 

women who could ever match his own scintil- 
lating mentality, but merely attractive girls he 
could impress and* dazzle and render helpless. 

He had made this an exquisitely delightful 
diversion. He never gave a thought to what effect 
it might have on a victim. What happened after- 
wards was none of his concern. What intrigued 
him, primarily, were the “reactions,” as he called 
them. He liked to watch how his sweethearts 
behaved under various kinds of treatment. 

‘Love, to me, iS a Sine qua non, a simple pre- 
requisite to the destruction of all veneers which 
separate me from a woman’s personality,” he had 
written a man friend while he was in the South 
Pacific. “For me there is only beauty, music, the 
wind, sand and stars, woman and the life in 
a woman.” 

To me he wrote: 

“I want to watch the expression on your 


face as you strike me—want to see how 

deeply the experience affects yeu, or whether 

it affects you at all...I want you to whip me 
for the same reason.” 

As I read it something of the fierce, will- 
ful passion of the man imparted itself to me. 
Strange, gusty emotions swept me and I won- 
dered: ‘Can this be you, Patricia Schmidt, 
feeling this way?’ I had always had gentle 
thoughts. Could it be that he was schooling 
me for violence? 

In another letter he wrote: 

“What should you write about? There are 
100,000 things that you should want me to hear 
about, For example, tell me the story of your 
reactions...under the hanging moss and full 
moon in Florida. What were the things that went 
through your mind?” 

In another: 

“Promise me, my beloved, one small, modest 
favor. That you shall permit me to...bring your 
dinner’ for you. Perfume you. Wait on you, 
Carry you to the sofa and read my poems to 
vou. Brush your hair and kiss you.” 

Most of his poems—‘stray fragments of un- 
finished thought,” he called them—had been writ- 
ten during tedious months in the Pacific. Even- 
tually he had them published at his own expense 
in Chicago under the title, “Tirana Diabala.” The 
idea of an imaginary Tirana, meaning, in his own 
words, “a savage devil-enchantress,” dominated 
many of his poems and became a favorite pet 
name for the women in his life, each of whom be. 
lieved she alone was the one thus addressed. 

The long title poem, written after we had met 
and while he was preparing his collection for 
publication, concluded with these verses: 

“I am licentious, erotic, satanic, 
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“He Took Me in His 
Brown Arms and 
Kissed Me. With That, 
| Was Lost...'l Love 
You—Love You—Love 
You!" He. Kept Whis- 
pering, ‘I Can't Live 
Without You!'”™ 
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“Poisonous, imperious, devouring; 
“IT am cold and insatiable, fierce and thirstire— 
“I am sorceress, mystic, pariah— 
“Sultana, Brahma, Sirena— 
“Diabala, negra, madonna, 
“Gitana, Siva, Natura— 
“TIRANA DIABALA—that is I.” 
+ * - 


John Mee courted me as an unmarried man. 
After it was too late for me to turn back I 
learned he was a liar. His whole life was a lie. 

John Mee, son of a socially prominent family 
of suburban Wilmette, Ill., had already become 
a promising attorney of 29 when he married 
blond Mary Dixon, a charming Missouri girl, in 
1942. I gather that a mutual interest in dancing 
drew them together; later, unknown to his peo- 
ple, she danced professionally as “Marilyn Drake.” 


UT the marriage was fated to be a stormy one. 

Time and again she found proof of his phi- 
landering, and time and again she forgave him. 
As she and others have said, Jack never could 
or else never cared to—express himself in burning 
terms of endearment when he was with you “but 
in his letters he could tear you apart.” 

I have seen letters he wrote to his wife, as 
well as to other women, and each of them seems 
to reflect nothing but the most wholehearted, ab- 
ject devotion. He seemed able to turn out ardent 
prose, as well as “stray fragments of unfinished 
thought,” by the yard. 

Here is an excerpt from a letter he wrote 
his wife from the U. S. naval hospital in Newport, 
R. I., after he had come back from the Pacific 
suffering from combat fatigue: 

“You say, ‘You must make yourself decide 
which is more important: your worship of me or 
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your freedom to love other women’—andI answer 
you, without qualification, with all the feeling, all 
the joys and sorrows of all my life—-only my free- 
dom to worship you, my darling, and I shall prove 
it in everything that I do...I want our love to 
rise above anything it has ever known.” 

But, as Mary Dixon Mee has explained, “I 
finally reached the state of mind where I could 
accept him for what he was, but couldn't live 
with him. I said to myself, ‘Mary, you've got 
two choices: Go on living with this man, knowing 
he’s cheating at every opportunity, and lose your 
pride; or quit now and keep your self-respect.” 

The final straw for the long put-apon 
wife was the discovery that, even while he 
was penning those protestations of deathless 

attachment, Jack was play- 

ing ducks and drakes with 
another very attractive 
entertainer, a successful 

Singer of Broadway and 

Hollywood, Lorraine De 

Wood. 

Miss De Wood, utterly taken 
in, had already begun to ad- 
dress her Jetters “Husband of 
mine,” and to sign them, 
“Wifey,” when Mrs. Mee dis- 
covered what was in the wind. 
The upshot was that she wrote 
the singer, and Miss De Wood 
eventually had the grit and 
integrity to burn all Jack’s 

letters and cut him loose from her life. 

I envy Lorraine De Wood. She was able to 
escape. | 

Incidentally, I have jJearned since Jack’s death 
that she attributes her good fortune—-I mean in 
this matter of escape—cto her religious faith. Be- 
cause of her rock-like faith—she had wanted to 
enter a nunnery when she was 16—-Miss De Wooa 
was probably the only girl in Jack Mee’s life 
who actually gave him pause — for a time. 

“He always treated me graciously,’ Lorraine 
said, “not because he was afraid of me but be- 
cause he was afraid of what | believed in.’ 

How true that sounds! 

The facts of Miss De Wood’s connection with 
Jack, as I now know them. are as follows: 

They first met in the Havana Madrid club 
in New York in 1943, while he was on leave. She 
found him good-looking “in a matinee-idol sort 
of way,” but her«heart did no flip-flops. They 
danced; he asked her for a luncheon’ date the 
next day. But the next day she was stricken with 
spinal meningitis and was taken to a hospital. 

Jack eouldn’t see Lorraine at the hospital, but 
he sent. notes and flowers and candy. The notes 
were soft and tender and full of feeling. 

Released from the hospital after 10 days. she 
had a couple of dates with him, then he left 
abruptly for the Pacific. After that, came the 
letters again—-tender, ardent, adoring. Almost be- 
fore she realized it, she was answering him in 
kind, believing him and trusting him as 1 was to 
later, not knowing he already had a wife, living 
only for the time when he would come back sale 
and sound and fulfill those beautiful promises. 

Then he came back—and Mary Dixon Mee 
wrote Lorraine, exposing his perfidy. 

Some day I hope to meet Lorraine De Wood. 
I want to thank her for the sympathy she has 
expressed, and for her prayers. 

o * * * 

I was 20 years old. Some people might say 
I should have known better. I’d been pretty much 
on my own Since graduating from high school 
in 1943. I'd been around quite a lot. 

How, then, could I have been taken in so 
completely ? 

Possibly it was because the progress of our 
romance was so gradual. In the beginning, Jack 
and I met only for dinner, and these dates had 
to be brief because 1 always had to be at the 
club by 9:30. 

Once we'd become acquainted, he didn’t show 
himself at the club any more. Said it was too 
crowded. But I believe now that he feared some- 
one would recognize him and I would find him 
out. He knew that if I were to learn he had a 
wife, I would have nothing more to do with him. 

Then, as the weather warmed up, Jack began 
to take me Sailing. And it was during one of 
these lazy days in the sun, in early July, that 
he took me in his brown arms and kissed me. 

With that, I was lost. 

I use the word “lost” now. But at that 
moment, believe me, I certainly experienced 
no sense of lostness—quite the reverse. It was 
as though the gates of Paradise had opened. 

“I love you—love you—love you,” Jack 
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kept whispering. “I can’t live without you!” 

The words echoed in my heart. Before, I had 
worked and dreamed toward one goal—-success as 
a dancer. Now, nothing else mattered but—this. 
Every fiber of my being, every thought, all my 
hopes and dreams, instantly became concentrated 
upon.this plausible liar. 

“You'll marry me, darling?” he murmured. 

My lips against his, 1 could only breathe, “As 
soon as | can.” 

Oh, they seemed glorious, those summer days! 
Sometimes I told myself that it couldn’t be true 

that nobody could be this happy. And then I 
would laugh and pirouette and fling my arms in 
the air. It was true! It was really true! 

Patricia Mee...Patty Mee. ..The names 
seemed meant for one another. “Happy me!” I 
laughed to myself. “Happy me!” 


N SEPTEMBER, Jack went to Wisconsin for a 

vacation with his family. Late in the month, I 
received an offer to go on a West Indies tour 
with several other girls. I consulted Jack about 
it, and he approved, saying it would be a fine 
experience for me. He brought me books to read 
on the West Indies. 

Then, in partnership with an ex-navy com- 
rade, Charles (Chuck) Jackson, he bought a sur- 
plus navy YP patrol boat in Detroit. This vessel, 
72 feet long, with twin gas engines, a two-burner 
cook stove and plenty of bunk and deck space, had 
cost the government $75,000; they paid $750. 

While Jack was in Detroit, I signed up for 
the West Indies tour. 

That was an evil day. My guardian angel 
could not have been on hand when I signed that 
contract. Nor Jack Mee’s. 

Soon he was back in Chicago with the boat. 
He told me that I must get out of the contract, 
that he now had other plans for us. He said he 
wanted to take me on a trip aboard the boat— 
down the Mississippi, across the Caribbean, 
through the Panama Canal. 

“We will get married in Mexico,” he said. 
“We will go to lovely Acapulco on the west 
coast. I'll start a night club, and you shall 
dance there. We'll make our home there.” 

“Oh, darling,” I sighed. “That would be 
wonderful! But—I couldn't break the contract 
—I just couldn't. And of course I gouldn't 
marry until my divorce goes through!” 

Jack grew petulant, as he was wont to when 
he could not have what he wanted. “Damn the 
contract!” he growled. “Damn the divorce!” 

“T’'ll meet you--Mexico—Cuba—a nywhere, 
darling!’ I told him. “I'll see Carl—he knows 
about us and won't stand in my way. I'll marry 
you the very moment I’m free!” 

In subsequent days, Jack and Chuck busied 
themselves with the boat while I continued at 
the Silver Palm and got ready for the tour, They 
planned to take a small group of paying guests 
on a cruise which was to end in Acapulco, where 
they hoped to sell the craft for as much as $20,000. 

(The delights of life in Acapulco had become 
one of Jack’s most effective lures, I have since 
learned. He had dangled the idea before Mary, his 
wife, before Lorraine De Wood, and probably 
quite a few others.) 

I gave my final performance at the Silver 
Palm on Oct. 30. The next evening we went on 
our first night-clubbing date. Though I was de- 
pressed by the thought of a separation, I was 
also tremendously buoyed—is that a contradic- 
tion?--by the promise of a joyous reunton in the 
not-too-distant future. All my thoughts were con- 
centrated on the wonderful prospects opening 
up before me. 


ACK gave me a white wolf coat as a farewell 

gift. Two weeks before, in celebration of his 
own 33d birthday, he had given me a*black coat 
with ocelot collar and hat to match, cologne, shoes, 
makeup accessories, and loads of flowers. He also 
gave me a green Oriental dancing costume. 

As we planned to meet in Acapulco, I put 
just about everything I owned aboard the boat- 
two wardrobe trunks, four boxes of things, suit- 
cases, six hat boxes, a record player, books. 

In the rush of departure, I left. money, jewelry 
and fur coats for Jack to take care of. He was 
to bank the money, send the jewelry to my father 
in Toledo, and store the coats. 

On our last night, Nov. 1, we again whirled. 
through a breathless round of the clubs. 
At 8 a. m., Jack put me on the train. 

My heart seemed to burst as he kissed me 
good-by. But soon, as the train sped along 
southward, my spirits revived. I lay back in 
my chair, closed my eyes. 

Acapulco—-Acapulco, sang the clicking wheels. 
Patty Mee—-Patty Mee—Patty Mee...

his massive office. He had 
just got a letter from Virgil 
W. Peterson, operating di- 
rector of the Chicago Crime 
Commission. 

Chicago mayors have 
been getting letters from 
Mr. Peterson for’ years, 
usually pointing out that 
disorderly houses,  book- 
making joints and taverns 
were continuing to flout 
the law. 

The letter to Mayor Ken- 
nelly was different. It told 
how the Crime Commission 
had checked up on a tavern, 
previously reported as dis- 
obeying the closing law. In- 
vestigators saw a policeman 
enter the tavern at the 
legal closing time, turn off 
the lights and close it up. 
Kennelly, himself a mem- 
ber of the Crime Commis- 
sion, beamed when _§ told 
that. Virgil Peterson had 
said: 

“A rainbow of bright col- 
ors is rising over Chicago 
today, because of the meas- 
ures taken by the mayor 
and police commissioner to 
suppress the vice, crime and 
gambling syndicates. But 
there is still much to be 
done. 


Pisin Kennelly nodded 
solemnly at that last unfin- 
ished sentence. 

“There is much to be 
done,” he agreed. “It will 
be done with honest police- 
men and prosecutors. I or- 
dered the bookmakers out 
of business but I am no 
blue nose. Chicago is not a 
blue nose city. 

“Chicago has millions of 
people and millions of 
guests, with millions of dol- 
lars to spend annually. But 
not one cent to pay as trib- 
ute to organized syndicates, 
like the Capone gang. 

“If the people want book- 
makers to operate openly, 
let them change the law at 
Springfield and in Chicago. 
While I believe 5 o’clock in 
the morning is plenty late 
for a tavern to stay open, 
they can be given unlim- 
ited time—if the laws are 
changed.”

How did Martin Ken- 
nelly, a civic leader and 
businessman with no taste 
for politics, get elected 
mayor of a city where poli- 
tics has been a ‘fine, if 
devious, art since the Great 
Fire of 1871? : 

Col. Jack Arvey told us 
the inside, the dramatic 
story of Chicago’s revolu- 
tionary step in municipal 
administration. 

Jack Arvey has been a 
practica] politician since 
his 18th birthday. He studied 
law, graduating from both 
schools with honors. He 
was alderman from the 24th 
ward and chairman of the 
city council’s powerful fi- 
nance committee when 
World War II got under 
way. 

In the army he rose from 
captain to colonel, without 
benefit of politics, and came 
home to his native Chicago 
to find a state of political 
unrest established there. His 
old seat in the council was 
his for the asking, but Jack 
Arvey didn’t ask. 

He went to his law office 
on the 44th floor of a La 
Salle street building, ac- 
cepted the chairmanship of 
the Democratic County Cen- 
tral Committee, and studied 
the situation. Here’s what 
he found: 

Chicago, nominally a 
Democratic city, was_ in 
danger of going Republican. 
In any event, it wanted a 
change in administration. 

Edward J. Kelly had been 
mayor since 1933, when An- 
ton Cermak was killed by a 
bullet intended for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Miami.

FRUIT CHARLOTTE

HERE'S 


nothing like afternoon tea for Piving you a lift 


just before the let-down period which comes about four 


in the afternoon. 


Whether 
office work or acting before 


you're tired from shopping, 


cameras. tea and a snack 


will restore your energy and carry you, through the rest 


of the day. 

While we were working 
against time to complete 
a recent picture I suggested 
that we take a 20-minuie 
break each afternoon 
around four for tea and 
snacks. The director agreed 
and we bought ourselves an 
electric plate and a big tea 
pot. Ann Harding, who is 
in the cast, brought in her 
tea set and I volunteered to 
bring in the first snacks. 

That night I dug out my 
favorite recipe Apple 
Charlotte. Here is how it 
is made: 

Butter a quart Charlotte 
mould generously. Fill the 
bottom ‘with heart-shaped 
croutons of bread _ slices, 
slightly overlapping one an- 
other, Line the sides of the 
mould with rectangles of 
bread exactly the same 
height as the mould, and 
also over-lap them slightly. 
The croutons and rectangles 
Should be about %-inch 
thick and dipped in melted 
butter before being placed 
in the mould. 

Now quarter 12 fine ap- 
ples (pears or peaches may 
be substituted if apples are 
not plentiful), peel, _ slice 
and cook them in .a sauce 
pan with two tablespoons 
of butter, two tablespoons 
of powdered sugar and half 
the rind of a lemon and two 
cinnamon sticks tied togeth- 
er into a bundle. 

When the apples are 
cooked, and reduced to a

thick puree, remove the 
bundle of lemon peel and 
cinnamon and add _ three 
tablespoons of stewed apri- 
cots. Fill the mould with 
this mixture to the brim, 
and mound the ‘apples into 
a high dome in the center, 
for the fruit settles’ in 
cooking. 

Bake in a moderate oven 
for from 30 to 35 minutes. 

If you use pears, peaches, 
apricots or other fruits, the 
most important point to re- 
member is that the stewed 
fruit must be cooked until 
it is very thick, otherwise 
it so softens the bread shell 
that the Charlotte collapses 
as soon as it is turned out.

corsetiere to keep the child’s 
weight balanced properly in 
the pelvic basin. 

Well designed maternity 
foundation garments build 
a wall around the pelvis and 
support the abdomen with- 
out compression at any 
point, give aid to the lower 
spine and muscles of the 
back and thighs, This re- 
lieves the strain on_ the 
neck, legs and feet. 


ARE of the figure after 

delivery of the child is 
highly important too and 
Should not be neglected. A 
woman’s welfare depends 
on adequate protection of 
weakened muscles for many 
weeks. Oftentimes a mo. 
ther may wish to have her 
maternity garment adjusted 
to fit her figure after the 
birth of her child. ‘This ar- 
rangement has proven sat- 
isfactory in certain cases. 

llowever, gynecologists 
often recommend a_ dif. 
ferent type of support after 
childbirth to protect’ the 
walls of the abdomen, 
which tend to be lax for a 
period of at least 8 to 10 
weeks. Once the mother is 
on her feet, it is important 
that she have a_ properly 
fitted support to aid the 
abdomen and steady and 
protect, but not compress, 
the pelvic joints. 

Following this period, she 
should then return to her 
regular foundation garment 
wardrobe.
